□ndreSB. (Taken in 185G.) The fame which the General has acquired by his nobis 
example to the troops at Kars, which be defended until the irant of food compelled him to 
Durrender to the Russians, has enshrined iuE name in the annals of liinie. The General is 
a native cf Nova Scotia. 

Ifi. The late LORD EAQLAN, the Hero of the Alma, Field Marshal in the 
British Army, (taJton in 1846,) for many years the military secretary of the great Duke, 
with whom ha served in the Peninsula. His iordsliip was known as Lord Somerset, and 
was brotlier to the Duke of Beaufort. In addition to his British honour of the Grand 
Cross of thf Bath, he was Knight of the Foreign orders of Maria Theresa, of Austria, St. 
Geoi^e (fourth class) of Russia, Maximilian Joseph, of Bavaria, and Tower and Sword of 
Ponugal. 

16. PRINCE MENSCHIKOFF, (talten in 1856.) in the uniform of a Ruasian 
General. The Prince is said to be descended from a family ennobled by Peter the Great. 
He commanded at Alma and Inkerman, and lately at Sebaatopol. 

17. aBNBRAL CANROBKRT, (taken in 1856,) in the dresa of a French Goneral 
of Division, wearing tho Star and Riband of the Order of the Legion of Honour. At the 
death of Marshal St. Arnaud, Canrobert succeeded to the eoramand of the French Army, 
having previously greatly distingnished himself at the Battles of the Alma and Inkerman ; 
but, nnfortaoately, bis health having begun to fail him, he solicited the Smperar of the 
French, Napolfon, to name a snccesBOr, who, yieldina; to his desire, named the General 
Prissier, Canrobert stQl remaining with a Diviuon of the French Army, being aniious tD 
serve bis Country to the utmost of his power. 

LEFT HASD. 

18. ABDUL MEDIID, late Snltan of Turkey, son of the celebrated Mahmond II., 
who was instrumental in destroyinf- the Janiasnries, the 0|jposBrs of all cliange in I buir 
country. {Taliea in IBSl.) The bfe Saltan died in 1862, being only 35 years of age. 
and is represented in full Turkish costume. 

19. HIS IMPERIAL HIGHNESS C0S3TANTINE, in the uniform of a 
Bnssiaa AdmiraL Constantine, son to the late Emperor Nicholas, and brother to the 
reigning Emperor, was can«dered to have inSueuced hjs fiither in declaring war against the 
Tnrks. 

20. OMER PASHA, {Uken in 1853.) the illustrious Commander-in-Chief of the 
Turkish Army, whose services have been tbe main cause cf the defeat of the Russians, is a 
native of tbe Austrian dominions bordering on the Turkish frontiers. 

21. WILLIAM T., the reiening king of Prussia, in bis military costume, succeeded 
bia brother, Frederick William IV. His Majesty is the illustrious father of the Prince of 
RTiaaia, tbe buaband of the IMncess Royal, whose union gave universal satisfaction to the 
whole nation. 

22. FREDERICK WILLIAM IV., LATE KING OF PRUSSIA, in the oortuma 
of the Pi-ussian Guards, decorated with the Orders of the Garter, Saint Anne of Russia, 
and the Black E^le of Prussia. (Taken in 1856.) Frederick William IV. was bora 
October IB, 1795, and is a son of the recently deceased Frederick William III., by Louisa, 
Princess of Mecklenhurgh Strelite. 

23. ALEXANDElt IL, Emperor of Rassia, in the uniform of the Guards. (Taken 
in 1856.) The present sovereign succeeded Ilia late father, Nicholas, who died suddenly, 
from the effects of a neglected cold, in tbe midst of a sangoinary war of necessity carried 
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on by the allied ]iOwerB. To a commnnding perEDn, he nddi B most coDcilialorj diipO^< 
tion, whicb eneonrag™ tlie bppe tbat bis Miijwty will '"turn tbe aword into tlw 
plongliBlnre," nnd llmt he will atpire to the tJllc of " Friend oFpeikreBiid EiviliBntion," 

24. FERDINAKD U., late King of Naples and the SicJIiei ]ii bU UKual uniform 
(taken in 1854), weoiing tlio Star and Budge of tbe Order of JaDiuiriuB, was born 
January 12, ISlOj becmna King in 1830. Hi> Majesty wus twice married: firBt, to tha 
danghter of tbe King of Surdinia, and eccondly to an Austrian Arcbdachen. 

35, LOUIS-PHILIPPE, LATE KING OF THE EHEKCH, dreased in the 
nnifbrm ofaLiTOtenant-General. 

26. LATE KING OF BENMABK, FBEDEIilCE VI II., in the Ml dresa of the 
Gnards. (Taken in 18GG.) Hia Mtijeety was born October 6, 1608, and begnn to reign 
January, 1848, It was hoped that his Majesty would have joined tbe foreign power* 
agunst Buaaia, but hia Majeaty preferred remiuning neutral. 

27. OSCAlt, King of Sweden and Norway (taken in 1855), wai born July *, 1799. 
and ascended the throue March 8, 1844. His father, the eelebrated Bemaciotte, wna a 
French soldier, and rose to the higheit rank, mider Nnpal6in. The throne of Sweden bein^ 
elective he was mnde king by the wishes of tlie Swedish people. 

28. HEB MAJESTY THE DOWAGEE EMPBESa OP RUSSIA, in be* 
nsnal costume. (Taken in 1853.) Her Majesty is the sister of the preacut King of 
Pmssia, to whom, it. is said, slie is much attached. Her late husband, the Ea.peroT 
Nicholas, had the highest opinion of her judgment, having left it expressly in bis will 
that bis Euceefsoi should, on nil Dccosiona, take lier advice in matters of state, Uld 
that she was to he treated with the highest possible respect by all the imperial family. 

29. MEHEM£T ALT, in a Turkish costume, still worn hy gentlemen in Egypt. 
Mehemet Ali was horn at Cavelhi, in Bouraelia, 1769 (the year that gave Krth to Bona- 
parte and Wellingtcn— of Eegira, 1182), and was the son of Ibrahim Aga, chief of tbe 
public roads. Mehemet greatly distlnguislied himaelf as a liberal patron of cominerce, and 
died in the lenith of hia power. 

30. EMPBESS OF THE FRENCH (taken from life in 1856), in a splendid Conrt 
DresB. The Empress Engfinie is a Spaniard by birth, nnd is descended from nn illustrionf 
hoDse of the highest class ; ehe imitea to n liandeome person tlje most amiable dispOsiUon. 
At the feet of the Empress stands tbe Imperial Prince Napoleon.

31. PBIKCE ALBERT OF HAXE COBUEG. (For Bic^raphy, see No. 193 ia 
Catalogue.) 

32. THE DrCHlSB OF SUTHEHUHD (taken in 1846), Mistress of tha Robe* 
to Her Majesty, which high position she Las held for seTeral years. Her Grace has boen 
long distinj^isbed as one of tbe finest women in England, and as a lender of tbe hatit foa. 

S3. PEINCE ARTHUR PATRICK ALBERT, bom May I, 1330. (Taken 
In 1852.) 

34.'The Inte DUKE OF DEV0F6HIBE, in a court diploroatic dross, wearing 
the Order of the Garter. (Taken in 1836.) Willinm Spencer Cnvendish, tbe siith and 
present Dnke of Devonshire, is descended from Robert do Genion, a soldier of great 
eminence, who attended Wilham the Concjneror in hia invasion of Eneland. His Qrac«, 
to a refined taste, united thoge accomplishments which placed him at the head of the ilite 
of tbe fashionable world. 

35. ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. On the death of tha late Archbishop 
of Canterbury in 1862, the present Arcbbisliop was translnled from the arcljbishopric 
of York to fill the vncant see of Canterbury. He was selected by Her M^esty to officiate 
at the marriage of H.R.H. the Prince of Wales. 

36. SIR JOHN LAWRENCE, in the costume of a Civil Commissioner Knight of 
the Batb, &«. It is generally acknowledged that to the great qualities of Sir John, a« a 
statesman, united to coolness and conrage, we owe the preservation of Inflia, where, in the 
moment of need, he, by determination and perseverance, saved Havelock, and gave a tnm to a 
Btate of atTaira tiiat had filled England with the prospect of losing the finest colony in tbe 

37. THE BIGHT HON. LORD GOUGH, G.C.B. (Taken in 1846.) He 
greatly distinguished himaeif in the lute extraordinary war in India, and waa prindpallj 
instrnmental in the glorions victories of Sobraon, Punjanb, &c., for which he was mieed to . ,, 
tbe dignity of tbe peerage with an approptiafe pension. ^^^' 
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38. LIEUTEHAHT-GENEBAL SIB ARCHIBALD MACLAINE, K.C.B.. 
aecond eon of ibe \Me Gideon Msclaine, Esq., of Scalliirdale, Argjleebire, in full nnjfonn. 
(Takea in 1850,) Tlii« distinguished soldier served witli the Dute of Wemngtoo in Ui» 
earliest campnigtie in Indk, Had entai'ed the ornij at it ver; early a;;^. lie was engaged 
during the whole of tlie campaign in tlie South at' Spain, and served also in the Citpe of 
Good Hope and tbo West Indies. At Matagorda, near Cadii, he was most espeoally 
distinguished, Imviitg kept at hny 8,000 of the enemy, under Marsliid Soult, for two 
mont^, with only 112 artillci'y, iniantry, seamen, and marines. He died March, 1861, 
deeply regiett^sl. 

39. LOUD PALMERSTON, in the costume of a minister. (Taken in 1858.) His 
lordship held a distin^iished situation in the oOairs of tlie covintry lor many yi^ars, and 
died October 17. 1865, aged 81. 

40. EDWARD JEOFFRET SMITH STANLET, Earl of Derby, now Prima 
Minieter, in full dress. (Taken in 1840.) One of the great Orators of the House of Lords. 

41. PRINCESS LOUISA, bom March 18, 1848. 

43. PRINCESS HELENA AUGUSTA YICTOltIA, bom May 25, 1846. 

44. PRINCESS BEATRICE, bora April 14, 1857. 

4fi. HER ROYAL HIGHNESS THE LATE DUCHESS OF GLOUCESTER 
in her usual dress. Her Royal Highness died nniversallj respectud.

47. LORD HILL, 1nl« Commander-in-chief, in the □niform of an English general. 
(Taken from life.) Lard Pill, whose milifory services acqiiired sucli general approbation, 
was boru August 11, 1772, and was the second son of Sir John Hill, Bart., of Hawkstone, 
in thecouiity of Salop. His lordship died December 10, 1842, in his Tlst year. 

48. SIR CHARLES JAMES NAPIER, G.O.B., (taken i.i 1840) iu the naiform 
of a general, late Comniander-in-chief in India, boru in Wbilehull- place, London, 
August 10, 1782. 

49. LORD MACAULAY, the great historian, was a native of Scotland, bat Uved 
the greater part of liia life in England, where he has acquired a reputal ion which must 
endure for all time. He was buried in Westmiaster Abbey, amongst tlie illustiions i^ 
this nntioQ. 

50- THE LATE ARCHBISHOP OP CANTERBURY. The late Archbishop of 
Canterhnry died in 1B63, greatly esteemed by all that liaew liim. 

61. H, R. H, THE DDKE OK CAMBRIDGE (taken in 1855), the worthy son of 
an illnstrioiis fatlier, long distingnished for his charitable disposition and the encouragement 
of benevolence. The present D uke has greatly distinguished liimself in the Crimea by Ills 
personal bravery, and ii in great ravour with the soldiers, whose interests he has always 
promoted, 

52. THE PRINCE OP WALES, eldest son of our most noble Qneen, married 
on March 10th, 1863, the eldest daughter of FHnce Christian of Denmark. 

53. THE PRINCESS ALEXANDRA, the hope and pride of England, married 
the Prince of Wales at Windsor on the 10th March, 1863, May tins alliance bring the 
blessings it deserves. 

64. H.R.B. PRINCE OP HESSE, eldest son of the Landgrava of Hesae Cassel, 
the husband of the Princess Alice. 

65, U.R.H. PRINCESS OF HESSE, second daughter of our beloved Queen. 
She married the Prince of Hesse privately at Windsor Castle, on tlie Ist of Julv. 1863. 

56. THE RIGHT HON. B. DISRAELI {taken in 1840), Ute Chancellor of 
the Eicbeqiier, bas long been recognized as one of the most talented Orators in the House 
of Commons. 

57. LORD JOHN RUSSELL, in the costume of a minister. (Taken from lift in 
1840.) The celebrity and notoriety which Lord John Russell has acquired by his advocacy 
of liberal ineasurcs in Parliament, the popularity attached to bis name, and tlie talent he 
possesses, are perhaps not to be eicoeded. 

58. HER ROYAL HIGHKES3 THE DUCHESS OF KENT, in a full court

60. GEOBGE WASHINGTON, tlres«ed as the Pr^ident of Ameriea. (Takea 
(rom ft boBt execnted from life.) George Wadungton wsa bom in 1733, in Virginia, hii 
family having emigrated from Clicshire in 1630. At the birth of tlie Babject of this sketch, 
bia father wm a man of conuderahle limded propra-ty. At an early age, George liad > 
ooromiraion in tbe Virginion militia, and in 175G served aa colonel nnder Ckneral Braddocfc, 
whicli command be resigned in 17S8 od accoiuit ofiil lieelth. The memory of U'ashington 
ialield in great venenition by all nations, as be wielded tbe power that Providence gave him 
for tbe good of his country. His ctaunieter is snmmed op in the fallowing,— ^rif in peaoe, 
Uril in mar, and ffrrl in tbe keartt of hii eomdryPTn. Be died December 14, 1799. 

61. HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OP WALES AND TH8

on November 9, 1811, at Buckinghnra Palace, to tbe special joy of Iber royal pareota. 
They ore regarded by allbiyalBrilouswtthpecnliarsatisfiiction.asniaUnaiDg the royal line of 
Brunswick, which, under Divine Providence,maybetbeir Polar Star for generationB to come. 

62. JOHN BRIGHT, ESQ.. M.P. The name of Brigbt is assodated with that of 
Cobden, tUrongh whose indefatigable exertions the notion is iudebt»i for Free Trade ; that 
ia now acknowledgeil to h ive contribnted to tbe happiness of the mosses by providing them 
with ahnndant fbod at a cheap rate. Mr. Bright is member for Biruiingbum, and ia 
acknowledged to be a most eloqnent speaker. 

63. RICHARD COBDEN, ESQ., M.P. for tbe Weat Ridiuc of York, and 
forraarly for Stockport, was bom at Midlmrst, Siissei, June 3, 1804. (Taken in 1816.) 
He IB chiefly remiirkahle for his indefatigable zeal in promoting tbe principles of the great 
Anti-cora-lam Letigue. 

64. J. J. ROBERTS, Esq., ei-Preaident of the Repnblic of Liberia. Mr. Roberta 
was bom in Virginia, United States of America, in the year 1809. He emigrated to 
Western AfHco iii 1830, where he engaged in commercial pursuits. After holding various 
eubor^nate offices, lie was appointed QoveraQr of Liberia, then a colany under tbeauspicea 
of the American Colonisation Society. After the colony became an independent Uepi^iUc, 
be was chosen its first Preaident, wlueh office he filled for eight years with grejit credit to 
himHelf and eminent naefulness to Ida conntry. llr. Roberts is now President of the 
Liberian College.

66. PHILIPPA. (For Biogniphv, see No. 153 in Catdogno.) 

67. EDWAKD the black 'prince. [Far Biograpliy, see Ho. ISJ in 
Cat«!ocue.) ^ 

68. EE.ANCIS I. OF FRANCE, in a eap-i-pie suit of the time, with the badge of 
the Viiigin. Francis the First, Dnke de Talois, sncMeded bis great uncle, Louis XII., 
whose virtaca procured liim the glorious title of "the Mher of bis people." Pnmcia waa 
the meana of introducing science and art into France : he invited learned men to his coort, 
oonvereed with them familiarly, employed them in hnsiness, elevated them to offices of 
dignity, and honoarcd them with liia confidence. He encouraged arebitectnre, introduced 
the style called alter Ills nnine by historians, and was named "tbe father of letters." 

69. JOAN OF ARC, as represented at Versailles. Joan was bom at the village of 
Domrdmy, near Vauconlonra, on Uie borders of Lorraine. At tbe age of 37, being then ft 
servant at an inn. and accustomed to laborious employment, she, by an eitraordinary 
infatuation, conceived the idea of being actoally inspired to destroy tlio English power in 
France, and convinced of tbe reality of her pretension, she had recourse to Bandiconrt, 
governor of VaucnolourB, and informed him of her dcatination by Heaven to free her 
native country fi-oiD its invadara, which was fidfilled. 

70. A MAGNXi'ICENT FIGURE in armonr rcpreicmtine CHAItLEMAGNE 

2 dipped for battle. Thie splendid specimen of armour was specially manufactured bj 
DDsicur Granger of Paria for tbe Great Exhilntioti of 1662, and obtained a medal. It 
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was at the close of the EiMbition par 
might afford their patrons the pleai 
specimiin of modarii armonr. 

71. HENRY IV". OF PHANCE. Henry IV., caUod the Great. King of I'ratMe 
and Navarre, was bom at Pan, the capital of Berne, in 1553- In 1B77 ha BocUEeded to 
the tbrune of Nararre, and in 1589 to that of I'rHiice ; but previously t« liis coronntion in 
1693 lie was obhged to al^nre his religion. In IG96 he iasned the fknious Edict uf 
Nantea, grantiag toleration to the Frotestanti, and in the same year coaunenced war 
against Spain, which tenninatad in 1598; after which, France enjoyed peace till bia 
OBSus^nation by Bavaillac, May 14, 1610. 

72. LOUIS XVI. OP PBANCE, in tbeeoatume of the Sunt Esprit. This ill-tated 
monarch was born Angust 23, 1764, and was the son of Loois tbe Danphin by his aecood 
wife, Maria Josephine of Saiony. After a long series of the most humiliating coDcesBioni 
and the most paiufal socrificeg, this once mighty monarch was condemned, January 17. 
1793, by a crew of rnlEan regicides, to ^e the daath of a common malefactor. 

73. MARIA ANTOINET'J'E, Qneen of Louis XVI., in the costnine of the period. 
This unfortunate princesa, Maria Antoinette Josepliine Jeanne, Arcbduohesa of AiiBtria, 
danghter of the Empress Queen Maria Theresa, and Bister to the Emperors Joseph II. ^nd 
Leopold n., was horn at Vienna in 1755, and was married. May IG, 1770, to the Dauphin 
of Prance; by whose accession to the throne. May 10, 1774, she became Queen of France 
njid Navarre, and was long the idol of tbe French nation j but the rcToIutionarj frenzy 
hurled the beautitHil, the once adored Queen from a throne to a dungeon, whence she wu 
bronght to trial on several chai'ges, October 14, 1793. Two days afterwards she was 
conveyed to execution in a cart, hke the meanest victim of the revolution, with ber h^nds 
bound ; and the guillotine terminated the sufferings of poor Maria Antoinette in the 3Bth 
year of her age. 

74. THE DAUPHIIT, in the dress usually worn at the period. Lotus Charles, 
Son of Louis XVI,, was bom March 27, 1785. and in 1789 became, by the death 
ofhiselder brother, presumptive heir to the throne. He was imprisoned in the Temple with 
his unliiippy parenta, bat died suddenly, March 25, 1795, it was strongly suspected by pmson. 

75. DDCHE33 D'ANOODLEMB was the unfortnnalt. daughter of Lonjg XVI., 
who snSered imprisonment in the Temple, where she was treated witn every indignity thai 
henrtlesa miscreants could bestow. Afler the death of her parents she was exctian^d by 
tbe Revolotionnry tribunal for General Dumourier, and afterwards married her couaiu, the 
Doke d'Angouleme. She passed her latter days in retirement in Germany. 

76. VOLTAIBE, in ancient costume. (Token from life two months before his 
death.) Mario-Frani^is-Arouet De Voltaire was bom at Paris, 1694. He was intended 
for the law, but preferred the Musea. la 1719 he wa? ioiprisonDd nearly a year in the 
Bastille for lampooning the administration, and in 17S6 was i^in confined for six months 
in the same prison. Voltaire was a voluminous anthor. and may he considered as one of 
the chief of those writers whose works prepared the public mind for the Kevolulaon. 

77. A COQUETTE, in tlio dress nsuaUy worn by ladies at the period. (Taken from 
life.) We have read of a young man having become enamoured of a statue : we caution 
young gentlemen to beware that tlie same does not happen to them while gazing on the 
charms of the infereating Madame Sappe.

86. WOLSEY, in the dress of a Cardinal. Woliey vras born at Ipswich in March, 
1471, and became a student at go early an age as to enable him to take the degree of B.A. 
when only fourteen years of age. By his nnweoried perseverance in literature he attained 
such celebrity as to become tbe special favourite of Henry VIII., when he rose to the 
highest positaon in the state, eoIip6iug his master in splendour and eipensiveness ; he built 
Hampton-court Palace, and kept a retinue of eight hundred persona. He died as his 
persecutors were dragging him towards London, at the Abbey of Leicester, Nov. 18, 1530. 

87. THE LATE GENERAL HAVELOCK, in the uniibrm of a British General, 
_w«aring the Order of the Bath, Ilc., was a native of Bishop Wearmouth, near Sunderland. 
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in early a:;* he entered tlie >rmy, niid vaa alnsjs diiiin^islicd oa h soldier of no 
ordinary merit. On the breuling oot of the Indiim rebellion, he defealed the esecraUe 
"- ta. Snliib in nine nt^tiona; and to crown all, Iiis heroic defencM! of Lucknote, whors he 

his bribve companions endnred liardships beyond belief, diaplsyed bravery rarelj 
eqaalled. He was Rnally relieved by Sir Colin Cutnpbcll, bnt died frum fatigue ejid excite- 
ment, lamented by bia country, wtio euw in bim a bero. 

88. LOBOJ CLYDE, in thenoiforin of a BritiBh GeneroL Lord Qyde !■ a nati™ 
of Scotland, a land celebrated for a long line of beroea. lie displayed great briivery nben 
'n command of the Scotob division nt ibe Alna, and big coolreEs in the terrible charge 
iTRS tbe admiration of tlie Allied Armies. Her M^esty rewarded him with tliK Peerage 
for his heroic bravery. He died lamented by tbe nation, as his bravery in the relief <^ 
Lttoknow will descend to futore generations. 

88, SHAKSPERE, from the Cbandos portrait, in the coBtnme usually worn 
at the period. VVilliam Sliakspere, the pride of the English sta^e, was bom >£ 
Stratford-upon-Avon, 1564. It does not appear that be acqaired mucli classical knavlec^ 
in his yontb, his father having taken him early from the grammar-school at Str.ttfard, to 
follow bis biuineu as a dealer in woel. Bat tbe poet's genius soared above every dis- 
advantage; and his works nill live aa long as taste irrailiatea the country whieb bad tlie 
■""Tionr of giving him birth. 

90. LOKD BROUGHAM. (Taken in 1836.) Henry Lord Brougham is the eldest 
I of H gentJemen of small fortune, but of ancient family, in the county of Westmorland ; 

bis mother was tlie daughter of a Scotch clergyman, in Uie abode of whose widow Lord 
— Brongbam's father lodged when proaeeuting his studies at Edinburgh, in which city, it is 

said, Lord lirongham was born. Hia lordship bad, we believe, a patent claim as faeir- 
geceral Ui tbe barony of Vani, and bence Ms crenlion by that title. Lord Brougham was 
first returnctl to Piirllameiit for Camelford, afterwards for Winclielsca, then for Knarea- 
boroogh, and lastly for Yorkshire. 

91, SIR JltAMCIS BURDETT. Bom in Derbyshire, 1771; odncatad at 
Westminster School and Oxford. \Vben be left College lie made the tour of Switzerland 
and B'ranco, and hiid an opportunity of witnessing the first movements of the French 

■ revolution. Whilst in Paria he became ncquainted with the family of Mr. Coatta, the 
joOBfttat of whoin, Sophia, he married in 1793, and by her he bad a numerous family. 
93. DANIEL O'CONKELL, "The Liberator," aa usually called by bis country- 
men, was bom at Derrynane Abbey, county of lierry, in 1775. In 1828 he was elected 
member for tbe county of Clare : this paved the way for Gitliolio emanduation, which 
shortly afterwards followed, conceded by a small majority. Hia health being mneh 
enfeebled he was advised a cbange of air, and on his way to visit tlie tombs of the Apostles 
he died at Gknoa, in hia 72Qd year, at the Hotel Fedpr, May IS, 1S47, leaving bia heart to 
BiOme, and his body to Ireland. 

■ 93. PIDS IX. (Taken in 1847.) HJa Holiness Pins IX., the descendant of a 

noble family, was born at Sinigt^-lia, in the Roraagnn, May 13, 1793. After receiving an 
ednoatioa suitable to hia high rank, he entered the Garde Noble, bnt soon alter left it to 
enter the church, of which he became one of its brightest ornamenti. Cardinal Feretti 
wae raised to hia present dignity Jane 13, 1S46, to the great joy of tbe Itomans; bat the 
fnry of tbe rcvolntionary mania compelled him, in 1S48, to quit his capital, to which he 
was, with mnch difficulty, induced to retnm after an absence of two yeurs. 

94. HIS EMINENCE CARDINAL ASTONKLLI, in the usual costume worn 
at Rome. His Eminence has filled the important post of Secretary of State to HIb 

IHolinesa Pope Pius IX. for several years. 
95. HIS EMINENCE CARDINAL WISEMAH^. (Taken in 1850.) Nichola. 
Wiseman is a native of Spaio, of English parents. At an early afle he showed those 
astonishing talents for which be is distinguished. He lias held ttie highest bonoDrs in the 
Catholic church, and has lately had the dignity of Cardinal coliferred on him by Pope Plus DC. 
98. WILLIAM FENS, the illustrious fonnder of Pennsylvania. The annals of 
history, so meagre in the lives of truly great men, have not hesitated to place the name of 
Penn in the highest rjobe of feme. He was not only a great statesman, but fVom his love 
of truth, from whieli ho never deviated, be won the aflectious and respect of the Indians, with 
whom be lived in continued peace, having made a treaty with them that was never violated. 
97. JOHN WYCLIFFB was bom in 1321, naa iho precursor of tbe Reformation, 
and died in 13SS, at his rectory at Lutterworth. Hia pulpit is still to bo seen there. 
He was buried in his own church, where his bones were snlTeced to rest till 142S, when 
tbey were taken op and destroyed.

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98. SIR WALTER SCOTT, iQ a Scotch dress. Taken Irom life, 1828. Sir 
Waller wns bom in Hdiobnrgh. Augnrt IS, 1771, In 1820, Sir Walter wai eraated a 
I>aroneL by 0eo:^ IV., at a teitiinony offasour Bnd fiiendAliip. In tlie enmnier ot'lSSZ, 
be was seizeil \vitb paralyoB, of whicb be died at Abbotsford, Sept. 21, 1B32. 

99. MK. LISTON, in tbe elianicter of Penl Pry. This incomparable professor of 
tlie mimic art trns born in 1776, in tbo parisli of St. Aiiiie, Solio. Whoii be parformed the 
cburucter in wliich he is bere represented, hia acting brought into tlieHnymorliet exchequer 
tbe sum of £7,000. 

100. MRS. SIDDONS, in the character of Qneen Catharine. (Tukca from life; 
tbe attitude, &e., from Harlowe'a celebrated picture of the Trial Scene, in Slinkapera'a pbiy 
of Henry VUI.) This adinicKd aecreaa was sister to Mr. Kemble. She made ber public 
essay b9 a alnger, but soon ahaiiduned vocol parsuita and tomed her attention to 
tragedy, in which she displayed powers that epeedilj raised h«r fame and opulence. She 
died ill 1S31. 

101. HIS MAJESTY THE KIEG OF NAPLES, FrandB II. in his undreaa 
uniform. Succeeded bia fatlier Ferdinand II. Fertiie as tbe present period haa been in 
extraordinary events, we know of nothing anrpoesing bis dethronement, wliich came to 
pass by the iodomitable courage of Oarili^i, who seema destintd by Providence lo bring 
about tlio unity of Italy undo' the constitutional sceptre of tbe Kiog of Sardinia. 

102. COUNT CaVOTIE, late Minister of State for the new kingdom of Italy. 
Count Cavour was long considered tbe moving power of the great revDlntion tliat baa 
caused Sardinia to became from a small kingdom of three milUons to one of twenty-two 
miUiona of Italiana, That bis talent was tranacendently great as a statesman and diplo- 
matist, there can be no donbt: all Europe jmning in that belief. He died trom over- 
exertion, iu his aspirations on behalf of liia kinn; and caUDtrr. in 1861. 

103. GARIBALDI, wearing lua celebrated gray cloak. Garibaldi ia a native of 
Nice : at an early age he embraced a scafdcing life, and dlaplaycd conaiderable bravery 
during the South Aroerlcaii Kevolutiona; on tbe French entering Italy be raised a 
conaderahle force, and horaiaed the Austcinns during their retreat before tbe French. He 
la considered to be a fine soldier; and that be lerves bis country for tbe pure love of 
ireedom, wiahmg to see her great and united. 

104. BARON POaSlO, usually called the KrapoUton exile. Tbe late King of 
Naples liad promised his people a Conatitntion similar to our own, but, not having kept 
his promiEe, a revolution broke out. and the Bacon and many others were imprisoned, 
hmded with fetters, and kept for many years in a dreadful dungeon near Naples, where 
they endured the greatest hanlshipa. The Baron and his campaniona were at length 
liberated, on condition of going to Amcrlc^i ,' bat, on the voyage, they compelled the captain 
to iteer fur Ireland, and Innd^ at Cork, where they were well received. 

105. LOUSHKIN.tlic Ruaaian Giant; the tallest man that haa lived in modem 
days, mKBBuring 3 feot 5 indies hit;ii. Dressed In his military costume as drum-m^or ol 
the imperial regiment of guards, Preobrajensliuv. 

lOe. Mr. LINCOLN, PSE3IDENT OF AMERICA. Is a native nf Kentucky, 
bom of humble parents; be has gone tbrDugii all the vicissitudes peculiar to that great 
and free country; he has been suceesslvely a boatman, a tarmer, and a merchant; after 
educating himself he atndicd the law, and became emiuent at the bar, and to ci^wn all, after 
holding variooB appointments in the State, was elected to hold the reigns of goremmcnt a« 
President of that mighty Republic, America. He waa basely asBBssinated. whilst in the 
theatre, by George Wilkes Booth, the brotlier of the tragedian. His untimely loss waa 
most deeply lamented by the whole mition, 

107. Mr. SLIDELL. Mr. Slidell, tbe Commissioner to France, waa born in the cltv 
of New York, and the ibite of his birth also belongs to the iat century. At 
parulavely lato period of life he commenced the atndy of the law, and having formally 
embraced the legal profession, he removed to New Orleans, where he practised with great 
ancceaa, and accumulated a large fortune by the exercise of bis ability and industry, ' ' ' 
comUtied with great euei^ of character, have alwuji caused hiui to hold a pre 
poiitioii in public life. 

108. PRESIDENT DAVIS. Elected by tbo people of the Confederattt Si 
America to bj their chief. He lias for a period of opwanla of three yearn hifHed all the 
efforts uf the North to subdue the floutb, the Southerners liuving displayed ojuragB ami 
spirit euuLiI tn tbe ancient Greeks. 

109. (lENKRAL Mc'CLELLAN, late General-in-Chief of tbe Federal Army, 
in the Americ-.iu uuifonu. Tbe American war, ao mudi regretted by all European tuitions — - 
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wliDBe lariims peoples have heen eo well rnreited and protected b; the greit liepublio— 
wboM immensv urmieBliavemcited tlieastoiusbDieDtofeverjone—rouDd General Uc'CleUan 
as its chief a short time nfter the commenceineiit of the -war, where he had many opporta* 
nitlea of displii jing eoDsiderable mihtsry talent, whicli he did bo the entisfaction of hit 
coantTjmeu ; but fortune not having been propitious in erer; battle, be wag removtd 
from the commuid. 

110. C. MACBBADY, Esq., as Coriolanus, in the most aplendid Boman eastnme em 
■MD io this country. (Taken in 16<10.) This diatingniehed tntgediB.D was bom in 
London, Hareh, 1793. Be retired from the Etsge in 1851, to the great regret of hii 
nnroeroas admirers. 

111. WILLIAM CAXTON was bora in 1410, and died 1491. He introdaced tlie 
printing press into England; it was aftern'ords erected in Westminster Abbey in 1473. The 
first work printed in thia country was called " To Game and Plaje of Chesse," a.d. 1474, 
The an of printing wss introduced into Scotland io 150B, and into Ireland in 1561. 

112. THE KIHO AND QUEEN OF HANOVER. His Majestj, wearing the 
■tar Bud ribbon of the Qnelpha, was the only bod of the Intfi Duke of Cumberland, fifth 
son of Qeorge III. His fatber succeeded to the throne of Manover on the death ol 
WilUnm IV., which event separated the two thrones. Bis Majesty, at an early >^e, 
was ulllicled with blindneaa, which baffled tliu medical art. His Majesty married a 
German princess, by whom he has several children. He Is mach beloved by his 
subjects. 

113. JOHN KNOX, in the costnoiecf the day. John Knoi was bom in East Lothias 
in 1505, in tlie small town of Haddin^on ; in the grammar school of which be received 
the mdimeots of his education, bis parents beiu|; of humble rauh : he afterwards stndiad 
at 8t. Andrew's with great credit to himself, and in 1542 lie openly ax'owed hia adheroiiOT 
to the Belbniied Chnrcb, which, after a variety of difficulties, he established in BcotlaiuL 
He died at Edinburgh, 1572. 

114. JOHN Calvin, in a clerical dresa. John Cauvin, afterwards called Calvio, 
wes born of humble parents, Jaly 10, 1G09, bis father folloning tba trade of a cooper at 
Noyon, in Picardy. Calvin is regarded as the head of the Eeformed Church ; having 
enficred persecution in every shape, he lived to see his oplnlouB embraced by thousands. 
Be died May 27,1564. 

118. MAKT QTJEKN OP 8COT8. This unfortunate princess was a dsogbtei- of 
Junes v.. King of Scotland, andvFBsborQinlS43. By the decease of her father, shi^ tiecsme 
Queen when ouly eight days old. Id 1559, she was m]trried tc Francis. Dauphiu of France 
who in 1&62 became King of France, and two years afterwards left Mary a widow. Sbevraa 
neat married to the Earl of Damley, but the uniou was productive ot great unhappineiB. 

116, I.ORB DAHNLEY, second busbimd of Mary Queen ol Scots, was basely 
murdered in the Cnnongate, Edinburgh, the house in. which he slept liaving been blown 
np by gunpowder. Bothwell, who afterwards forced the Queen to macry him, was the 
luppMed assassin. 

117, MAB'ITN LDTHEE. Tlie costume from an original statue. Martin Lntliet 
was bum in 1483, at Eisleben, in Saxony, and died there In 1546, io the 63rd year of his 
age. When 18. he entered tbe University of Kriurt, and, notwithstanding the efiorts of hie 
^ends, Joined the Augustinian frisrs. In 1523, Lather threw off the cowl and commenced 
theBefi.rmation. 

118, a ER EOYAL HIGHNESS THE PKISCES8 KOYAL, in a beautiful eonrt 
drca. Bora Novenibrr 31, 1840; married to hia Boyal Highness Prince Frederick of 
Frussia, Januury, 1858. 

119, M. R. II. THE PRINCR OF PRUSSIA in uniform, wearing the Star of 
the Illai;k Eagle. His lioyal Highness having been honoured with tbe hand ol tbe 
Princess Kojal of England, recdved the highest mark of approbation that Could be con- 
ferred on mortal. His Royal Highness is now heir to the crowu. 

120, THE EEV. JOHN WESLEY, as a Master of Arts. (From an nuthentie 
picture, taken at the age of 70.) The celebrated John Wesley, son of tbe Rev. Samuel 
Wesley, was born at Epworth, in 1703. He was educated at the Charterhouse, thence 
removed to OiJbrd, and in 1726 was chosen a fellow of Lincoln CoDege. In 1730, 
Mr. John Wijeley, his brother Charles, and a few other students, asaociating tor the purpose 
of rcligiims in.provemeni, their society attlncted public notice, and Ibey obtained the ni 
of Metiiodists, an appellation which ba^ ever sii]i:c nttachcd to their followers.

130 WILLIAM OF WYKEHAM was born in 1324 and died in 1404, ehancsllor 
and bishop of WiildieBter. Founded Winchrater Sehopl in 1387, and New College, Orford. 
He WHi diEtingnielicd for hia piety, lore of learning-, and taste for architecture ; he built a 
great portion of Windsor Castle. 

131. HENRY T. (For Biography, see No. 159 in Catalogue.) 

132. CHARLES EEA.N, ESQ., in the character of Mncheth. Thohigh Ulent 
displayed by Mr. Kean, not only in the claaiical characters of Shakepere, but in baring 
put on the EtHge pieces so inimitably got np, as to leave all competilion at a distance. A 
French m-iter, well reised on the anbject, declares tbat nothing equal to the miie-en-icine 
of Xacbeth had ever been leen in Fuda. 

133. GEOFFREY CHAUCEli, styled the Eitlier of Engliab literature, was born in 
13S8, and died in 1400, at the advanced ^e of 73. So much was Chaucer held in the 
estimation of Edward III, that that monarch panted him an annuity of liO mEirka by the 
title of " Valettus noster," — our Yeouiaa. His greatest work was the " Onnterbury 
Tales." 

134. COMMISSIONER LIN AND HIS FAVOUEITE CONSORT. (ModeUed 
expressly f«r tliia Exhibition by the celebrated Lamqua from lifb, through the instru- 
mentality of a gentleman a rcudent of Canton.) It will be recollected that Lin was choien 
by the Emperor to proliibit the opium trade, and in consequence destroyed property to 
tUe amonnt of two millioag sterling, belonging to Britiah merchants, which may be regarded 
as the ori^n of the war. 

135. DS- BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, bom of humble parents in the United States 
of America, but of Snglish origin, who, by bia own onuded talent and industry, rose to 
the highest position a man am hope tn attain — the good opinion of liia ftUow-maa. He is 
UBUally known aa the workman's fi-iund, having written vaiioua works on the improvement 
of the hamnnmind. 

136. THE AHTIST. (Taken by herself.) Madame Tassaud wns a native of Berne 
in Switzerland : at the age of six years slie was sent to Paris to be placfd under the can» 
of ber uncle, M. Cnrtins, artist to Louis XTI., by whom she waa instructed in the Sne 
arts, of which he was an eminent professor, Madame Tnssaud had the bononr of instructing 
Madame Elizabeth to draw and model, and was employed by that amiable priQCess until 
October, 1789. In 1802 she lefl France, and from that period exhibits her collection of 
Sgores in the principal cities and towns of Great Britain and Irehind, and for twenty years 
in London, eighteen of nluch slie passed in the Bazaar, Baker-street, Portman- square, 
where her sole desire, to the last momenta of ber existence, was to endeavour to deserve 
the approbaljon so kindly beatoWL>d on her by all classes for so long a period, having passed 
nearly Bity yearsin Great Britain. Fullof gratitude, and in the hope of another and a better 
n'orld, she died April 15, 1850, aged dO years, leaving two sons and several grandchildren, 

Madame St. Amaranthe on a Concli, Madams Tussand at the head ol' it. 

137. MADAME ST. AMARANIHE. (Taken from life a fow months before ber 
execution.) Madame St. Amnronthe was the widow of a lieutennnt-colonal of the body- 
guard of Louis XVI., whn waa killed in the attack on the Tnilleries, August 10, 1792. 
She was one of the most lovely women in Franco, and Boheapierre endeavoured to persuade 
her to biKome his mistrijsa; but being virtuous as she was beautiful, aba r^eoted hia 
solicitations with indignation, Robespierre, who never fronted a pretext for destroying 
any one who bod offended him, bronght Madame SL Amaranthe before the Biovolutionary 
Tribunal, and at the ago of 22 this victim to virtue waa hurried into eternity. 

138. WIUjIAM COBBETT, in the style of dress worn by him. William Cobhett 
was born of humble parents, and by his own unaided efforts raised liimaelf to the highest 
station as a pohtical character. On the passing of the Reform Bill, he become Member lor 
Old ham, in Lancashire, which he represented unUl bis death, June 18, 1835, aged 73>

139. WILLIAM OF NORMANDY, snrnained tha Conqueror, from liaving gained 
the great battle orHasliiigs,atn'hiebplncelielandetl,n'ilhtlieiDtentianof conipelling Harold, 
who hud provioosly sworn to jield to him tha throne of England. The Knglisli displayBd 
prodigies of valour ; William'B bom ivas killed under him; and in » iiicment bis foUowsn 
were thrown into confusion, na the or; was raised that he was tkiti : 1 1 1, lioslily romoiml- 
ing, he unbuckled his heloiet and dBsbad along tha line with his 'laid iTDcovered, eicburaing 
"I am not dead, and with God's help I shall ,vet conqner." The Bt>ujjglewenC on without 
any decided ndvontage on cithfr side. Harold had louglit with lieroie courEge; his two 
brothers had fallen by hia nde; but still hia vncc and example animated hia men, and none 
dreiint of yielding so long as he was at their head ; but, about sunset, the English mined 
tlitir king; an arrow, shut at Taiidum, had piarcod hia eye, and he had fallen d»ad witbont 
a struggle. Siibeartcned, and without a leader, the English rants broke at laat, and, at 
niglit^ll, William found himself in the undisputed possession of the bloody Held, on which 
tha fate of the English people had been decided The great battle of Hastings was fought 
on the 14th of Oatober ,1066 ; within two months from tlmt time the whole country had 
flobmltted to tbe Conqueror ^nd Witlmmof Kommndy hiidbean crowned King of En^and, 
at WestmiuBtor. It inny seem strange that one victory should liuvo subdued a natiout 
but the flower of the En|;liBli nobles bad fallen at Hustings, and the pe(>]de were witbont a 
leadeTi William was of «. cruel dispoaition, and ruled tlie Kuglisb with an iron hand. He 
introduced the Carfevf bell, whan, as signal, at eight o'clock, every light and lire ware 
eitingQithed. Na Englishman was sufTered to hold any ofSoe, whether in Church or State 
and even the English InnguKge was forbidden in the courts of law, and the Norman Frencb 
was introduced, and used instead, William waa a man of stately and noble bearing, and 
had prochgioua strongtli. Enmged by an idle jest of the King uf France, he entered tha 
Fiencb territory, and aet fire t« every town and village lie came to, nnd, umongat othera, 
to the city of Nantes. Hiding out to view the scene, hia liorae trod on the burning embers, 
and plunging violently, sn injared bis rider that they carried hiiu back to Boni'n in a dying 
■tate. Ueliagt.'re<l aii weeks, and tha tlionglit of his uiaiiy crimus svami' tu liavu touched 
hiui with a deei> contrition. They bnrlad him at Caen, in Normiindy. He left three Wttu ; 
to Uobart the eldest, he lett Konnandy, while he named Wilham to suci^ed bim to the 
throne of Euglami, leaving to bia son Henry 5,000 marks, 

140. MATILDA, daughter of Baldwin, Earl of Flanders, and wife of Williiim the 
Conquaror. William having heard of Matilda'a beauty, determined on tbe olIL-rofhis 
blind, whiah the refused. This so infuriated William, that he waylaid her in tlia streets of 
Bruges, as slie wa< returning with ber ladies from miisa, beat her, rolled her in the mud, 
spoiled bar rich array, nitd then rode olT at Ihll speed. This Teutonic niodu of courtship 
brought tbe matter lo a favourable ciisis, fur Matibla, being cotivlnced uf \^'ilUain'9 pasHOn 
by [he violence of his behaviour, or nlmid of encountering a second beAtiiiy;. consented to 
become his wife. 

141. WILLIAM II., sumamed Rafn«,ortbe Red, liuv ing red hair, in the costunw 
of the pt'i-ioil. William, svcnnd aon of tUe Conqueror, asivnded tliu throne by Ida fatber'a 
will, to the eiclnsion at hia elder brother Hobrrl, to whom he gave Kormandi/. Williani 
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wfts faonj in Normandy, A.D. 1057, orownsd ut WestminBtar, and raiened thirteen jeari 
He HUB nevor Bmiried. Eg was lulled, wliilst lionting iu tlie Neiv Forest, by Sir Walter 
Tyrrell, by accident. He was conrageons, intemparnte, and cDvetoas. He treated the 
EngUah very cnielly, and kept tlie reveuuei of tbo cliuTch for liia own lue. 

142. UENIIY I., anmuned Beauclitrc, or the Scholar, in a magnificent anitof mail. 
Henry, the yannge^t son of the Conquercr, «eixed dd the vacuDt tbrcne; Robert, who was 
then in Nonaandy, being thoB. a second time, deprived of his hereditary right. Henry wM 
bom at Selby, in Yorhghtre, I.S. 1070, crowned at Weitminater, and reigned thirty-five 
years. He nmrried Matilda, danghter of Maleolin III, of Scotland, and neice of Kdgar 
Atheling; thus uniting the Norman and ^]ixnn interests. Ho was handsome, hrare, 
accomplished, and fond of literature; but avaricions, cruel, and violent. He acquired the 
name of Boauclerc, from tcaoBhilaiig ^sop'a FalJes. 

143. KING STEPHEN wa* ft grandson of the Conqueror, being the second son of 
Stoplien, Earl of Blois, by Adcta, daughter of Willium I. He wm born nt Blois a.1}. L105, 
crowned at Westminster, and reigned from 1135to 1151, having married MatJlda, danghter 
of Eustace, Count of Boologne. He bad issue, Eustace, William, and other children, none 
of whom survived him. He was of great courage, Ibrtitnde, and aetivity; and altliou^ 
engaged in scenes af tumult, not a single HCt nf violence or oppression is recorded of him. 
Et^ihen, after his defeat at Lincoln, was imprisoned in Bristol Castle. Matilda, his nicc<.>, 
was crowned at Wiuchester, but her oonduet dl-iploaseil tha iintion ; she was compelled to 
take refuge in Normaudy, and Stephen re-monnted the throne. After a sliort illness, he died 
xt Bover, and was bm'ied near lus wife in Favershaiu Abbey, Keut, which he had founded. 

HOBBAHS AND EAXOKS, 

144. (Li"« ff PlantBgBnet). HENRY II., siirnamcd Curt, or Shortmnntle, in tha 
coatnme of the period. He was the eldest son of Godfrey, sou of Plantagonet, Count ot 
Anjon. by Mutilda, diiughter of Henry I. He was bom nt Moiib, in Normandy, a.d. 1133, 
and crowned three times, at Westminster, Lincoln, and Worcester, having reigned from. 
1154 to 1189. The name ofFlantagenet is derived from the crest of the faLuily, which 
tTas n bunch of broom. He married Eleanor, dnai2;hter of Duke Aquitaine. He hud issue 
William, who died an intimti Henry, wlio nmrried Margaret, daughter of Louis VIT.; 
GeDffi;ey, killed at a toarnament in Paris ; Riclinrd and John, both of whom suoreeded to 
the throne in turn; and three daughters, jMaud, the eldest,' married Henry, Duke of 
Saionyj she became the ancestreaa of Cteorge I. and through Mui the present H^inoverian 
dynasty. Overwhelmed with grief at the "mgrjtitade of his children, he died of a 
broken heart it) the church of Chinoo, in Normandy. His mcrceiury attendantastripped 
hia body and left it in the ehnreli, hut it was aflerwards buried at Fontevraud, in Anjou. 
He was rgualificd to shine in the triple capacity uf f olitician. Legislator, and Warrior. He 
was a great enconrager of trade and commerce. 

145. RICHAED I., Biimained Cmur da Lion, wearing a coat of chain mail. 
Bichard was of large stature, and posse:^e<i of grcjLt atrength, boin in the year 1167| 
crowned September 3rd, 1189, In 1191 he married Bereugeria, who was styled 
by the ti'oubadours "the fiur Flower of Niirarre;" she was a damsel of the greatest 
prudence and accomplished manners. Richard was completely victorious in hia cmsade 
to the Holy Land, having, at the coiiiUit ivith Salndin, on the very onset sent hia 
spear completely through the shield of iiia adversary, and .tlirowu him with hia hoela iu 
the air to a distance ou the plain. Richai'il returning home from the Holy Land in ths 
haUt <f aminstrel in Almayne, vna apprelmnded oa a spy by the Siag, and thrown into 
priaon. Wardrewe, the Sing's son, liuaring of Richard's great strength, desires the jailor 
to let liim have a sight of hia priiooera. Riclmrd b^ng the foremost, Wardrewe a3i;a him 
"If he dare stimd a bnSet from his band?" and that ou the morrow he should return iiim 
another. Eicliard consents and receives a blow which ataggara him. On the morrow, 
having previously waied Ilia bonds, he waits bis antogouist's arrival, when Richard ^uve 
him such a blow on the cheek aa broke his jaw-bone, and killed him on the spot. Ricijard 
reigned niney ears and nine months, and vim hilled by a wound from an arrow at tlie si^e ov 
Chaloz, April 6th, 1199, in the forty-first yanr of liis age, and was buiied at FoLitevmult. 

146. BEKESGERIA, in the cjstumo jf tlio period. Celebrated for her beauty und 
aommpUshiuents, was the daughter of S.tucliL'a, liing of Navarre. &ichi)rd fU tu love 
with her, and was married on the festival of St, Pancras, at Limoyin. She wits a damsel 
of great pi'ndoni» and most acoomplialied miiuners. Tne king wa^ glorious aa the happy 
oocamon, being cbecrfnl to all, and ahowei! himEtelf very jocose and aflable 
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Uaj, 1199. Tlio king greatly Btuned Lis clinticter by tba murder of Prince ArtbiiT' 
Having endeavoured to procure bie aswisainitjon by his BervanU in viun, John bimaeU 
■tabbed him witli liis owe liondii, and fosteaing a atone to the deud body, threw it into tiw 
S^ne. AJterwDrdg being preued by bis barouB, who lei^ed against him, he wnB compelled 
to tigii Magna Cbarta, or the Great Charter, which is conaiderfd tlie foandation of !Eiig1id 
liberty. John's reijzn was marked by cruelty and rapacity, and by the cold-bldoded murdm 
ofhia nephew and Peter the Hermit of Poinfrot. He died in the year 1216, at Newark, 
it is supposed by poiBon, in tlie forty'iiinth year of hia nire, nnd was buried nt Worooiter. 

148. flIiKH7 m., dressed in the costume of the period. Henry was bom in tha 
year 1216, and reigned 66 yeiirs. He was gentle and (rredulous, warm in bis attachment^ 
and forgiving in liis enmities, without vices, but aleo without enei^ ; he was a good man, 
and a weak monarch. Henry married, on the 4th January, 1236, Eleanor of Frovenc^ 
who hod scarcely completed her fourteenth year. He died at Westminster, tho IBtll 
November, 1272, of natural decay, in tlie sixty-uith year of his age ; bis body whs interred 
ia the shrine of Edward the ConfeBsor, In tbe Abbey Church of WeatminBter, where hil 
ttmib is still to be seen. 

149. BDWABD I., in tho coftume of the period, mrnamed Iiongahanks. Bom 
J239; cronmed 1274; reigned 34 years; died July, 1307, at Bury-upon-the-SandH, in 
Cumberland, in tbe 69th year of bis age, and buried at Westminster. Hia character 
was cruel, but brave and warlike. He conquered Wales, and added it to Eng-land. St 
also conqnered Scotland, and anch was bis determination to subdue it that he left a dying 
order to bis son to bave his bones carried in proces^on at tbe head of tlia battle erery 
time that the Scotch attempted to rebel against England, and to carry Gre and svrord into 
the coimtry till its final subjection. Edward was the first king of England that quartered 
the arms of England and France, nnd tbe first sovereign that was called Lord of Ireland 
on his coin. He was auch attached to his qaeen Eleanor, whose snn was the first I'linM 
of Wales. At her I eatli, at H omby, iu Lincolnshire, he caused crosses to be erected at 
each place where her corpse rested, nnmely Waltham, St. Albans, Dunstable, i^, and 
Charing Cross, which derived its name from the French words Chire Seine (dear qaeen^ 
in the French dialect, which, at that time, was general at court. During this reign i 
proclamation was issued forbiding tho use of coals as a public nnisance. 

150. EDWARD n., Eurnnmed Carnarvon. He was the eldest son of Edward t, 
and wos the first Prince of Wales ; he was bom nt Carnarvon in 1284, was crowned «t 
Westminster, and reigned twenty yenra. He married the daughter of the Eingof France, 
Thillipe IV., and had issue, twn sans and one daughter. Eegardless of the dying reqneit 
of his father he discontinued the war In the North, and the Scotch recovered the town* 
they had lost. He afterwards renewed the war when too late, and was totally roated at 
Bannockbum by Eoberii Brnee. His fondness for favourites disguBted his Queen and tlis 
nobility, who H ove Edwnrd into Wnles, where he was seized by the Earl of Leicester, and 
imprisoned in Kenilworth Cnslle ; he was nilerivards removed to Berkeley Castle, wherA 
be was croelly murdered hy order of his Qneen, 1327. Edward was the first King 
deposed by his subjects. 

151. ISABELLA, wife of Ed>vard II., sumamed Le Bel or the handsome, in the 
costume of the period, was ihe daughter of Philip IV. of France. Her brother Charlsf 
tbe Fair, gave her as lier portion Gnieune. Bot agreeing with her husband the king in 
^podtioii, she formed an inteicourse with Le Despencer, whom she admitted to pay bil 
court. The graces of his person and nddrcsj advanced him quickly in her afii'djons. He 
beoame her confidant and councillor, and gaining ground duly upon her heart, he engaged 
^er at last to sacriGce ta her passion all the sentiments of honour and fidelity to the 
husband. 

152. EDWARD III., in the costume of the period. This monarch was the eldest 
BOB of Edward II.; he was born at Windsor, in 1812, crowned at Weslmiofter, aad reigned 
from 1327 to 1377. He married Pliliippn, daughter of William Earl of Hainault, 
Holland, by whom he Lad seven children, the eldest, afterwards celebrated as the Black 
Prince. Edward claimed tbe crown of France in right of hia mother Isabelln, daughter, of 
Pbillip IV. of France, which led to much bloodshed. He insljtnted the Order of the 
Garter in 1349, and died of a broken heart for the loss of his son the Black Prince. Oil 
painting was invented by John Van Eyek, gunpowder and great gnna by a monk ti 
Cologne, and psper invented during hia reign. 



153- PHILIPPA, qneen of EiJwaid the m., in the iKHtnmo of UiB period, WBtwing 

M g:irdle of the Order af Knifchttiood conferrad on bcr for her bra* ory on the &eld of 

ittle t^sinst the Scotch, whoie king:, David, Bbe took pciaoner, October 17.

154, EDWAKD, dsuhU; called tbe Black Prince, bom 1330, died 1376 ; in the 
magnificent coBtumo of the period. Tbe King, his fatber, having invaded France to 
regwn the crown that ha claimed in right of bis mother, Ifiabella, Edward displayed 
eitraordiDar; valoor, and at the battle of Creisy, with a Email force, he defeated the 
French, and took tlieir Kiog, John, prieoner, which, with King David, of Scotland, made 
two Kiiigs captives in London. A. large ransom having been demanded for John, he was 
permitted to return to Fnmce to raise the money, but failing to do so he returned to 
England and anrreadered himself np. He died at the Palace of Savoy, Stranil, which, at 
that period, aboaaded with gentlemens' houses and parks. The motto chosen by Edward 
was ICS SIEK (I serve), the words On the helmet of the hliod King of Bohemia, who fbugbt 
-la the side of the French at Creasy, and was taken j '

THE WARS OF THE BOSES ariginated in the rival claims of the descendant of 
the Bcoond son of Ednnrd III. agaiiiBt those of the Dnke of Lnncaster, the third son of 
Edward III. The wliite and red roses which tbe litctions had assumed for their badges, 
soon began to bo seen on the caps of their several retainers, which shortly afterwards broke 
into a civil war between tbe houses of York and Lancaster, which lasted 30 years, was 
signalised by twelve pitched bottles, which nearly annihilated the old nobility, and coat the 
lives of two kings, one prince, ten dukes, two marquesses, twenty-one earls, twenty-seven 
lords, two visoonQts, one judge, one hnndred and thirty knights, and nearly 100,000 
eoldiers, 

155. KICHARD II., son of the Black Prince, was bom at Bordeaux, 1367- He was 
mnrdeced at Fontefiract Castle, Yorkshire, 13 , having reigned 22 years. Daring 
bis reign thememomble insurrection ot Wat Tyler was raised- Cards were invented, pears 
were Ant created by patent, and Westminster Hall was built, Richard was vain, frivo- 
lous and inconaiBtent, and a dupe to flattery- He married Ann of Xiuzemboui^, at whose 
death he esponsed Isabella of Talois, daughter of Charles VI- of France. William of 
Wykaham, chancellor and bishop of Winchester, founder of Winchester School and of New 
Collide, Oxford, floorisbed durini; this reign. 

156. ISABELLA OF VAL0I3. Isabella, second wife of Rieliard 11^ was the 
daughter of Charles VI. of France. Richard had no children by rither wife. Isabella 
joined with her husband in great extravagance. She had 30O women in her sariice; 
the king voloed liimself in surpassing all the sovereigns of Europe in splendour, and, it is 
said, entertained 10,000 persons daily. In his kitchen alone 300 persons were employed, 
which foolish vanity being very chargeable to his subjects, drew upon tbe king and qocen 
the aversion of their people, which, added to the seizure of the estates of the Duke of 

1. liBDcaster, caused general indignation, and alterwarils led to the dcpositiou of both. 

K HOUSE OF L&NCASTEB. 

157. HENRY" IT., snraamed Bolinfebrofce. He was tbe grandson o! Edward III., 
and eldest son of John of Gautit. He was bom at Bolingbroko in Lincolnshire, i.D. 1867 
crmvned at WestminattT, and reigned from 1399 to X418. He married first Mary de' 
BohUD, and attorwords Joan, daughter of the King of Navarre. Worn out b-j i^ia- ,-

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ChsmlMr at Westniincter, Uarcli SOth, 1413, aijd wsb buried at Conterbiir;, He was bold, 
BupenUtious nnd pRTBimonious. His dresd ol' being deposed Eaade him nnliappy, and 
often led him into ieyerities. He wm tlia ficat king who burned parBpns on aocoant of tbdr 
religioaB opinions j this is n ereat blot on liis memory. Tbe Order of the BHtli was insti- 
tated at the coronation of Henry IT. It vsb bo called &oni the rale of tlie order to 
bathe themselves na n iohai tlmt they were pure lUid toysl to their king. Coimoti SrEb 
DMd at the siege of "Benvick." In tbia reign flourished the celebnited Kir Kichard 
WhittinfrtOD, thrice Lord Mnjor of London; Qnildhall rebnilt as it now stands. 

168. QUEEN JOAN OF HAVAEBE, in the coBtmne of the period. She ivaa the 
•eoond wife of Henry IV,, and previously hnd been married to the Dake of Bretaene. She 
had no children hy the Mng; she was the daughter of the King of Navarre, and was much 
admired for her besoty. 

159. HENRY v., enmnmed Monmouth, in the ODstumo of the period. Henry was 
bom nt Monmouth, in 1388, was crowned st Westminster, and reigned 91 years. He 
married Catherine, dau^litcr of Charles TI. of Prance, and had iwne, one eon, Hbnbt. 
He invnded France at Harilenr, and gained, with coninmmate skill and prudence, the 
famous battle of Agincanrt. in which the French lost lODO Iiilled and 14,000 prisotiers. In 
141? Henry again invaded France, and took several towns. By the treaty of Troyea it 
was agreed thnt Henry should be Regent of France during the ^e of Charles TI., and, at 
hi* death, England and Franca should ha under one crown, bat governed hy their own 
laws. In 142S, Henry, with his Queen and infant son, made his eatiy into Paris. The 
magnificence of the right aransed the Parianna, tbongh they did not stifle their dlsoontent 
at their yoke of bondage. He died suddenly, March 2, 1423, in tha 34tli yejir of his age, 
and was baried at Westminster. In this reig^ linen shirts were thought a great luiurr. 
A lighted candle, in a lantern, was ordered to he placed at every door in the luty during 
the winter months, from wbieli arose the custom of lighting streets. 

160. HENRY TI., only son of Henry T, auceeedod bin father when nine inontlis 
□Id, bis uncle Humphrey being Protector. He was bom nt Windsor, in 14SI, crotra^ 
Sing of England and France at "Westminster, and reigned nearly S9 jeai's. Married to 
MBT^nret of Anjou. During this reign Charles TII^ through tlie Buperhnraati enertioiiB 
of Joan of Ai'C, called the Maid of OrleOins, r^^ined the fidl poaseeaion of his kiugdom. 
3%ia heiMic female aftcrttards fiill into the hands of the Kiigliab, and is said, to their lasting 
ahame, to have been burned oa a witch at the age of 29, at Rouen, 14-31. 'llie Srst 
Jjord Mayor's show was established in this reign. The Natinnal Debt, or money lent to 
the Qnvernment on aeonrity, was commenced in this reign. 

16L MARGARET OF ANJOU, in tlie costume of the period. This hermc woman, 
whoEe name bears so distinguished o place in the annals of England, was the daughter of 
E&ne, tibnlar King of Sicily, and niece to tho Queen of France. She ia described by con- 
temporary clironicicra as possessing rare perfecljons, alike of miiul and body. Courageous, 
enteqirieing aud reSective, she was bom for dominion, and althongh extraordinary reverses 
and misrortanes attended her eventfal life, she never for an instant qnailed or forgot hec 
high estate; buE equally great in poiver and in sorrow, maintained to the lust her dearly 
bfwght title of the Heroine of Anjcu, England's warrior-qneon. She boldly took upon her- 
aeir tlie caro of tho state, and supplied, hy her energy and talent, tlie qualities which t 
nntliig in ber huahaud. 

HOUSE OF TOEK. 

162. l^DWARD IV. Dressed in tho Coronation Robe, wearing the drawn i! 
order of the Rose. He was the eldest son of Richard Duke of York, and v 
Boueu, in France, 1413, crowned at WeatminatBr, and reigned 22 jeara. E , 

Lady Elizabeth Orey, whose father was aluin at the battle of St. AlljnuB. This is | 
nd JiistauEe eiaae the Conquest of an Engliah king having married a suljeot. 
n'lised dauntieaa courage and great military efcill, was engaging in bis manoers, 
TOln|ituauB and cruel. He wascouudered the boudaomest miin ofbiEttiinc. Many but* 
ire fought during this reign — the battle of Towton, Yorkshire, on Palm Sunday, 144 
wliiclk 36,000 men were slun ; the queen ficd to Flanders, hut returned and fought fl 
battli^ of Hexham, and waa defeated. During this reign lived tho famous Earl] 
Warwick, sumamed tha king-maker, slain at tha battle uf Barnet, in UortfordshJl 
At tbia period also lived the beautiful Jane Shore, the wife of a goldsmith in Iiombard.st 
whotliekinginduoed to leave her husband; at tho king's death aha was emnpelled t 
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■ffDance in a while theek in St. Punl'a CharchyKrd; she afterwitnU lived in wFetchedons, 
ilM],itiflaaid,iiiedinn ditoh (ShareiiUtcli). Sagrcal waBtbeigaonmco of tho tiinea, a» fiir 
ikTegarda reading and writing, that manjr of the higher dissei, wliea required b; thair 
Ipce to sign ccrtiin Inws and r^uhilioag, were obliged to Bobain'ibe them by the bond of 
■ deputy. William Caxton, the colebtated printer, died daring this reign. 
f 163. EDWAKD V. The portrait wwi modelled from Strntt'a work, wbo gives his ao- 
BOritj as " Tuken from a small folio MS. on vellom, in the Archlueliop'B library, Lambeth." 
Sdnsrd Y. was the eldest son of Edward IT., whom he liucceeded at the nge of twelve ; 
he was bom in the Sanctnarj, at Westmiiuter, 1471. He reigned only two mootiiB and 
twelve days of tbe vear 14SS, and although proclaimed lung a few days afUr his fiiLheT'i 
death, was never orowned. Edward and his youogerbrotber tbe Dukeof York were sent 
to the lower by their Uncle Riubnrd, Duke Of Oloucpster ; this was done under protened 
of waiting tv>r the young king's coroimtian, but in reality In order to procure their death. 
lb is gnppoeed that tbe brothers were smothered and bmied at the toot of the staircasa 
leading to lh«r chamber, by ^r Jnmsa Tyrrel and three associates. While an alteration 
WBB being made in one of the staircases of tbe Tower in 167*, tivo bodies were diseoverad 
in II wooden chest, wbieh were BU|qiosed to be those of the young priucsi. Their remains 
were placed in a marble urn, by order of Charles II., and buried at Westminster, where a 
mouumenC to their memory was areatcd by Sir C. Wren. 

164. RICHASD III., in a magniflcenc suit of armour ot the period. (The likeness 
token, with the kind peimiHsion of his Qrace the Dnke of INorfolk, from tbe ori^nai 
picture in his grace'i possession at Arundel, belisved to he the only one for which the King 
ever sal.) Richard 111., so famous in British history, ascended the throne in 1433, to 
which he had waded thiongb the blood of his nenreet ralatdous. His private chnracter was 
detestable, but as a King he managed tlie belm with suoceas, being valiant and prudent. 
The Eail of Riobmond having asstrted his right to the throse, Bichard was doliuled at 
Bosworth fleh), and hilled by Richmond, afterwards Heury VII,, having reigned two years 
and two months. 

HOUSES ITNITED. 

165, HENEY VII., in the magnificent coitnma from the monament in Westmin»te» 
Abbey, with the collar of the Garter. Henry TIL was bom in 145G, and sncceeded tba 
tyrant Richard III., who was killed at Die battle of llosworlh Field. Henry's Brst care, 
on ascending the throne, was to marry tbe Princess Elizabeth, daughter of Edward IT, 
and thus blend the interest of the hooses of York and LaDcaster, He retgTied 23 yean 
dying at tbe age of 53. 

16S. HKNItY THK EIGHTH, in a mpgnieeent suit of armour, as worn at the 
tournament of the Field of the Cloth of Gold. Of all the characters that have dis- 
figured tbe puge of history, perhaps, not one Can eqoal, and certainly none eiceed, the 
sanguinary Henry. Raised to the crown of Enghmd at the age of 18, he soon gave loose to 
a vin^ctive disposition. He lived to tbe age of 55, reigning S7 years; during which ha 
sacrificed the lives of thonsands. He hod six wives, two of whom were belieaded. 

167. CATHARINE OF ARRAGON, first queen of Henry THI. Her mother, 
Qneen Isabel Of Spain, had been raised to the throne of Castile by tba Cortes, and Csitharina 
first; saw the light in the town of Alcold do Henares in 14SS. Her early infaocy was 
spent amidst tbe storms of battle and siege ; she Brat married Arthur, Henry's brother 
being then in her 10th year. Her husband. Prince Arthur, lived n short time at Ludlow 
where be died of the plague in 1503, at the age ofl6. 

168. ANNE BOLEYNE, second wife of Henry VIII., dressed in the magnificent 
costume of tba period, with splendid jewellery, tbe favourite of Henry Till., and mother 
of Queen Elizabeth, was considered very beauljful but nevertheless was behmJed by Com- 
mand of lier monster hnsband at tbe Towef. 

169- JANE SEYMOUB, third wife of Henry VIII., snoceeded Anne Bolcyne, whom 
she moat cruelly used ; four-and-tweiity hoars not having elapsed after the uie was dyed 
with the blood of hep royal miatreaa when she became the bride of Henry VIII.; the pre- 
parations for the execadon of Anne Boleyneaud the royal marriage having gone on at one 
and the same time. She was tbe daugiiter of Sir John Seymour, of Wolf Hall, Wdtslure, 
who was of Norman origin. She was the mother of Edward TI., whose birth she aurvived 
a few day I. 

170. ANNE OF CLETES, fourth wife of Henry Till., was the 
Date of Clevea.

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fluttering portraits and deseriptiona, he sought Anne in marriagB, whom ha no soonor saw 
in > stolen interview at Buchifltor, tbaii bis liairt recoiled against her, ajid from tlwt 
niomeat he detennined to gel lidof Uor, wiiicli he did intlmt cruel manner uatoral to him, 
"SIm was," says Eolliiigahed, "a lad; of right coinmendnble regard, courteons. gentle, s 
good houiekeeper, and very bountifVil to ber servants." 

171. CATHARINE HOWARD, fifth qneen of Honry VIir..wBs a daijgl.ter of that 
illuatrioua lionae ofwhicli a modern writer thua eloqnently remarks:— " Wliat family per- 
vades our national uunala of audi intense and brilliant interest hb tlie Howards ? " Ciithorino 
was the cotisin-gennan of the beiiutifnl and ill-fated Anne Boleyiie; stie was the third 
geDtlowomnn whom the tinjf olavated to the daiigeroua dignity of queen j she was moderate 
in beauty, bat superlatively grnceful. She perished on the aiime acatfbld 'as Qnean Anite 
Boleyneat the Tower, and died in the flower of her age, eighteen mouths atler her mnrriage 
to the king. 

172. CATHERINE PABB, siitb and last qaeen of Henry VIII., was the first pto- 
taatant Queen of England. Her fotlier, Sir Thomas Parr, by the marriage of hia Norman 
progenitor, Ivo de Tallebois, with Lacy, the sister of the renowned Earls Mooear and 
Edwin, iiiheritcd the blood of the Anglo-Saxon liings. She was twice married prevtoos to 
her union with the king, first to Lord Borough and afterwards to Lord Latimer. She was 

' eonadered lovely in her person, accompliahed, learned aud vlrtuoos; and had the goad 
fortune to escape a violent death. 

173. KING EDWARD VI. sncceded hia father, at the age of 9 years, 1647 j 
he waa a very amiable, teamed, and piuua young man, and died July 6th, 1553, in tixe 16th 
year of hia age. He left the crown to Lady Jane Grey, biBoouBiui who reigned only ten 
days, and waa then deposed and beheaded, 

174. QUEBIJ' MARY, in the costnme of the time, (From an authentic portrut ; 
age, 35.) Mary was tlie daughter of Henry VIIL.and aueccodcd to the throne in 1653, 
after depoeing Lady Jane Grey, who reigned only ten days. She married Philip, King of 
Spain, son of the famous Charles V., with whom she lived on bud Cerma ; and her reign 
was marked by the turbulence peculiar to the times. Public opinion is much divided as 
to her character. 

175. QUEEN ELIZABETH, from a picture at Hampton Court Palsce, by Holbeit.. 
EUlabetb, Queen of England, daughter of Henry VIII. and Anne Boleyne, waa bom 
Sqitomber 6, 1633, and ascended the throne of England on the deatli of her elder gigter, 
Vary, November IT, 1559. Philip of Spain, in 1588, equipped an eipedition for the 
purpose of invadingEngland, which, from its great force, was styled the Invincible Annada: 
•n this occasion the queen reviewed her troops at Tilbnr}-, and hy her epeecbes and condaet_i 
inspired thcni with heroism.

178. JAMES I. ot England and VI. of Scotland, in tlie eoatume of the perL__ 
fl^ken from an original picture.) James ascended the British throne on the d^th (■ 
Elioibeth, 1603; he waa the son of the unfortunate Mary. He had high notiona ofkinf^' 
power, but reigned with littic reputation. 

177. CHARLES I., in a ma^Gcent suit of chevaUer armour with the badge of the 
Garter— period, 1649. He waa bom in IGOD, and began t'? ie]gnMay27, 1625; being tiie 
■econd sou of James I. Belying on hia reBOmcfta, ue made war against the French, and 
soon found it necessary to raise money, whicii De did in so arbitrary a manner, particularly 
that called ,' ship money," in which tue city of London waa rated at twenty rfiips, that he 
became very unpopalar ; whi:u a power in the person of Cromwell and the Foritans destroyed 
him, and kd him </i t'ne acafTold, at Whitehall, in the 49th year of hia ago and 23rd of his reign. 

178 OLIVER CROMWELL, in a suit of armour of the period. His father was* 
gentleman of amall fortune in Unntingdon, where OUver wna born April 1, 1594. In hia 
youth Cromwell was addicted to intemperanco ; afterivarda, having rotbrmcd and joined the 
independent party, he was elected to ait in Parliament for Cambridge. On the breaking 
ODt of the civil war, he r^aed a troop of horse aud joined the Parliamentary army which he 
afterwards commanded, and brought the unfortunate Charles to the block, whose death- 
wairant he elsned in 1649. Be died September 8, 16SS, at his palace, Whitehall, in 
the 60th year of hia age, and waa buried with great aplendour in the royal sepulchre. 
The expense of the funeral amounted to the enormous sum of £2,000. His bodv, with 
that of Ircton, was disinterred on Salnrday, January 26, 1660, and on the Monflay night 
iidlowing, they were drawn in carts trom Westminster to the Red JAoa Ina Hottxmi, 
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^B«li«re they reumined all night. BraiHhaw, who presided at the kiiig'H trial, was Uken 

^Hi)^ the morning fullowing, when all three were conve^ud on aledges to l^bum, aitunt^ 

H. iHnr where now the Unrble Aroh stands, takes out of their cotHns, bunged npon the 

several angles of the triple tree till nearlj eunaet, the^i beheaded, their trunks thrown iato 

a li^le under the gallows, and their heads pUced npon pales upon the top of Wvstniiaster 

Hidl, where Oliver's long remained. 

179. CfIABLESlI.,inasiiitDfclievalierBrmDiirwiththchadgeoftheGarter. Wlien 
Charles came to the thraae he was 30 years of age : possessing an agreeable person, ao 
elegant address, engaging manners, and a cheerful disposltiou, he baa been designated the 
" Merry Monarch." He was bom in 1630, and began to reigii in 1660; bnt it was found that 
bi.4iuiturnl ailvantages hnd not fitted him to fill a throne, as bis indolence and love of ple^ 
made him arerseto business. He died Feb. 6, 1685, haviug reigned nearly twenty-five j( 

180. JAMES II., in a milituy dress of 1687. (The likeness &om an originnl 
picture.) •Tames was bora iu 1633, being the second son of Cliorles I. ; he began to reign 
February 6, 16SG, and abdicated the throne in 1689, having' reigned only four years. 
Public opinion is divided respecting the character of Jamei ; suffice it that he retired to 
Saint Germain, near Paris, and died with the reputation of great sanctity, and was buried 
at the Beaedicti lies' mouastery. 

181. WILLIAM UI., in a miUtnry drfsa of the period. (The likeneBS from an 
authentic source.) "William, Prince of Orange, suceeedeJ James II., Fabrnary 13, 1689, 
and soon began to experience the difficulty of governing a people who ware more ready to 
eiamine the commands of their superiors than to obey tliein. He was bom in 1650, and 
landed in England November 5, 1688, and effected a revolution \n a very short period, James 
heiag deserted by nearly every one. HadiedMarcli 8, 1702, having reigned thirteen years.

^B 188. QUEENANNE. (Tsken feaioEE authentic picture j ago, 40.) Anne, daughter 
^Baf James II., succeeded in 17Ca ; h«r raign wis rendered famous by the splendid victories 
^1 *£ MarlboroLgh, not less so by the number of learned men that enlighteued Europe. Born 
1664, crowned 1702, and reigned nearly thirteen years. 

183. GEOEGE I., in the robes of the order of the Thistle, orimnaUy created by | 
himself. Geoi^e I. succeeded to the crown of Great Britain On the death of Queen Anne,, 
August 1, 1714. He was the eldest son of Ernest Augustus, afterwards Elector of 
Enmswiclt Lunemburg (or Hanover), by Sophia (daughter of Frederick, Elector PoktinB, 
and Elizabetlj, eldest daughter of James I.) He was born May 23, 1666, and sncceeded 
his father as Elector of Brunswick Lnuembui^ in 1693. He died at Oenaburgb, Jnna 
11, 1727. 

184. GEORGE n., iu the full robes of the Garter, as worn at thot period, with the 
ancient collar. His Majesty ascended the throne in the 44th year of his age, being pro- 
claimed King, June IS, 1727; and he was crowned at Weatiuinster Abliey, October 4. 
During bis reign the rebellion in Scotland was brought to s coaclusion by the total defeat 
of the Pretender at the battle of Culloden. His M^esty died full of years and glory, in 
the 77th year of bis age and 33rd of bis rragn. 

185. HIS MAJESTY GEOBGE III., in tho robes of St. Patrick, with the 
collar, Ac., instituted by himself in honour of Ireland. (Taken from lile in 1809.) This 
monarch, whose rei^n exceeded tliat of nny other sovereign of England, was bom June 4 
(May 24, o. e.), 1738. His father dying while Prince of Wales, he succeeded to tho 
crown of Great Britain on the deatb of his gnindfutber, Geo^e II., October 25, 1760. 
September 8, 1761, he married Sophia Charlotte, daughter of Charles Frederick, R'inoe of 
Mecklenburgb'Strelitz, then about 17 years of age, and on the 22nd of the same month 
the yonthful pair were crowned at Westminster amid the bleasings of a happy people. Eii 
Majesty died, deeply lamented. January 29, 1820. 

186. HEK MAJESTY THE LATE QTHEEN CHARLOTTE, in a fall court 
dress of her time, wearing tbe hoop, &e. Her Majesty was a princess of Moclflenburg- 
atroliti 1 she was married to George III. at an early age, and bore him a uumerous family 
of sous and daiigliters, who. for beauty and accomplishment, were never surpassed by any 
family in Europe, and certainly by none in the position which they held in the heart* of 
their toiintry. 

187. HIS MAJESTT GEOEGE IV., wearing tho Orders of the Garter, Bath, 
and Guelph, in the robes of tbe Order of the Garter, His Most <it»jaL.tra3.

Her Mii'estj Carolina Amelia Eliiabeth, second ilnugliter of tlie Inte PuUo iif Brunswick, 
was boTj May 17, 1768. She was married to his Jlnjesty George IV., then Prince of 
Wales, April 8, 1795. She died August 7, 1821. 

189, HIS MAJESTY WILLIAM IV., in tha ftill nniform of an admiral, em- 
hrcndered by Messra. Holbetlia, of Bond-street, the only one arcr made. His Majesty 
was burn Auy, 31, 1765 i married, July 11, 1818, Adelaide, eldest daughter of the late 
Duke of Sane Meioingen; asnerded the throne, June 26, 1830; was crowned Sept, 8, 
laSl : snd died Joue 20, 1SS7, lesring no issoe, to tha grief of the whole mtion.

Prince Albert of Saie Cobourg, February 10, 18-10. It may ba said, witli truth, that no 
Borereign ever reigned in England so thoronghly and so deservedly beloved as Her Majes^. 
192. PRIKCE ALBERT OP SAXE COBDEG, in a flehJ-marsliars nnifbrm, 
waaring the Order of the Garter, Ac. Albert Frands Augustus CLorlea Emanuel, the 
fortonate hridegroom of Her Majesty the Qneen of EngUnd, was the tfcond aon o( Ernest, 
lata Duke of &ie Cobnrg and Gotha. To a handsome person he united those gracBa and 
Beqnirements so necessary to liis station. E a was a good son, a devoted husband, an 
excellent father, a noble prince, patron of science, Preadeut of the Goyat Society of AJtB, 
a lover of literature, the promoter of agriculture, and projector of the Internati onal 
Exhibition. Born Auguat 26, 1819, and died, atler a short illueaa, Mth December, 18B 
8t Windsor Castle, esteemed and respected, to the iueipressihle grief of the wbole nattfl

Boyal HighncBS illled the important situation of Viceroy of Hanover for many years, to 
whose people he was endeared by his nrbBJuty, kindiicsa, and justice. His decease wna 
universally regretted. 

198. TUB LATE KING OF HANOVER, dressed ia a field-raarabal's nnifonn, 
with the rohea of the Bath, collars, &c. Erneat Augustus, Duke of Cnmherkmil, Sfth son 
of George III,, was bom June 5, 1771; married tlie relict of the Prince of Solms Bronns- 
field, August 29, 1S15, by whom he had one sou. Prince George, bom May 27, 1819; and 
BQCceeded to the throne of Hanover on the death of William IV., June £0, 1837. 

139. LATE ADMIRAL NAPIER, with THrioni orders. (Taken in 1840.) Admiral 
Napier is a native of Scotland : he entered the navy at an early ago, and soon, by bis 
heroic bravery, distingttislied hiiuself as "a true British Sulot." 

200, LORD MELBOURNE, in the robes of a peer and coat of n mimater. Hia 
lordship held the situaljon of Premier for aecerol yenra : at last lie retired from public life, 
and shortly after died. 

301. THE LATE BUirE OF SUTHEKLAND, in the uniform of a Lord- 
lientenaiit. (Taken iu 1840.) George Granville Leveson Gower, Duke of Sutherlnnd, 
Marquis of Stiifford, &c., Lorii -lieutenant of Sutherlandshiie, was Iwrn August 6, 178G, 
and succeeded bis father, July 19, 1833. 

202. HER MAJE3TY THE LATE QDEEN CHARLOTTE. (For Biography, 
sea Ho.

203, H-B.H, THE LATE PKINCESa AUGUSTA, in tlio actual dress she wore 
at the coronation of Queen Victoria- It may be said, with troth, tliat few royal persona 
ever passed through life witli so many friends, and lo few enemies, as the late FrinaeiB 
AugDsta, whose kind disposition endetircd her to every one timt had the lionour of her 
acqoaintimce.

Windsor, Warden and Keeper of the New Eoreat, Hampsiiire, was bom Aagnst 16, 176S. 
September 29, 1791, he married Frederlque Charlotte Ulrique Catherine, eMeat dat^bter 
of the King of Fnusin, and died witliout issue, January G, 18S7, aged 63. 

212. H. R. H. THE LATE DUKE OF SUSSEX, in a salt worn by bim as colonel 
of the City artillery, with the tnantle lie wore at the coronation of Queen Victoria of great 
value.

213. HIS GRACH THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON. (Taken from Ufa in 
1852.) Artlinr WelleBley, Duke of Welhugton, Uarquia of Dmiro, Marquis of WeUing^lon, 
Earl of Wellington, of Wellington, in the county of Someraetj Viscount Welliogtoa. of 
Wellington and of Tahivera ; and Boron Douro, of Wellestey, in the county of Someraet, 
Hie Grace vraa suddenly attacked, and died after a few honra' illness at bis reaidence, at 
Walmer Castle, September 14, 1852, in the 84tb year of bis age, and was buried in Ht. 
f aol's Cathedral, ot the public expense, nith all the honours the nation could bestow. 

214. HER MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTY VICTORIA. (Taken in 1838.) 
Her Majesty was bom at Kensington Palace, May 24, 1819 i succeeded William IV., 
June SO, 1837 ; and was crowned June 28, 1838. Her Majesty, to a prspoaseBsing exterior, 
unites tbose qualities calculated to endear ber to her country, and to place her in that 
exalted sltnation, in the hearts of a free people, which must render her the envy as well as 
the admirution of the world. 

215. THE LATE SIR ROBERT PEEL. BART., in the full costume of a 
Ministei. Q'aken iiy Madame Tussaul in 1835.) Tliis eminent statesman was the son of 
Sir Robert Feel, of Drayton Manor, in Staffordsbire, who, from a humble origin, roie to 
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mfold. 
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liououTB, riclies aiid fume. Tlia lute Sir Bobort PfoI succcedod to tUe titto nnd estRtes in 
1830, and having- entered Parli]UDent at an early a^, wna long disting:iu9bed for his ability. 
To brilliant talent, lie added a prepossessing Bdilreaa. nnl'ortunatel]' he was lost to Euraps 
by an nci^ideucal lull from his Lorac: he died aniveraally lameuted. 

216. H. E. H. THE LATE DUKE OF KENT, in the robus and habit of the 
Order of the Biith, wearing all the Eoyal Orders, Eia Boyal HighnMS entCTed the army 
at a very eiitly age; Bad iu 1818 he mntried the present Dudieu of Kent, daughter of 
Frances, Dnke of Base Cohurg, and sister of the present Kingof Bei^um, by whom 1 ' ' 
one daughter, her present Majesty. HisICoyalHighnesBdiedguddenly, inl820, " 

217. LORD VISCOUNT NELSON, in the uniform of aa admirsl. (Tfte oast 
taken from his tace.) Horatio Viscount Nelson wns tlie fiiurth son of the Rev. Mr. Nelson, 
Sector of Burnham Thorpe, in Norfolk, st which place Horatio waa bom, September 89, 
1768. His Tictoriss, liie those of Wellington, produced the moat important consequences 
to this country ; and the frtme they havd procored far him is so great that it is alinoat 
■nperllaoua to name rbem. He went to sea at the age of 12, Quder his uncle. Captain 
Sackllng, of the Rnisonnable msn-of-war ; in 1777 be pnased for Heatenaut, and in 1779 
was made post-cap tain ; in 17U6 hu was appointed commodore onboard La Minerre. 
Havuig shifted bis fli^ on board the Culioden, 74, be, in the battle of Saint Tincant, nuder 
Admiral Jen-is, attacked the Santisaima Trioidads of 136 guns, and boarded and took the 
Ssn Nicholoa, of 80 guns, and the San Josef, of 112 guns ; for this action be was made 
Admiral of the Blue. The bnttle of Abouldr was another spUndid triumph of tLe naval 
kero. October SI, 130S, he died in the arms of victorv at the battle of Trafalgar. 

218. THE LATE QUEEN DOWAGER. "(For Biography, sea So. IttO in 
.Otaloaue.) 

219. HIS M4JKSTT WILLIAM IV. (For Biogrsphy, see No. 189 in Catalogue.) 
220 AN INFANT. This represents au infant sen of Madame Tussand, which aha 

had the honour to model for H.H U. the Duchess of York in 1802. 

221. AN INFANT. In 1796, the Sinnehavmg overflowed its bunks, the infant 
here represented woe washed away in its cradle ; being observed by some liumano persons as 
it floated, they succeeded in preserving its life.

223, aleXasdbe, late emperor op Russia, in tiie ddUodh of in 

BtUHBn guards. (Taken from life when in England in 1814.) Aleiauder I., son of ttt 
Ute Emperor Paul, and grandson of the Empreas Calherine II., was horn December H, 
1777. October 9, 1793. married to Louisa. Priucefis of Baden Dnrlach, nnd, on the e " 
deatii of Paul, ascended the throne of Russia, March 24,1801. This eieoUent nu 
died at Taganrock, November 9, 18S5, 

224, MARQUia OF LONDONDERRY, in the uniform of the 10th Hussu^ 
wearing the Order of the GualpliB. Charles William Vuno Stewart. Marquis of Loodm- 
derry. Ho accompanied the Monarcha from the retreat of Naiwleon at Leipsic, ti 
CB[Htuliltian of Pai-ia, in 1814, where he remained as ambaeaador lor seveml yeiirs. 

gas. The late RIGHT HOH. VISCOUNT HAKDINGE, G.C.R. (Taken ii 
1840.) Tiseottnt Hardiuge was the third son of Ihs late Kev. Henr; Hardiiige, BeotiE 
of Stanhope, in the countj of Durham; be entered the army at an early age. wus engaged 
through tLe whole of the Peninsular war against Napoleon, and lost lus left hand at tltt 
battle of lAgny. 

286. FIELD-MARSHAL TON BLUCHER, in the uniform of the Pre 
Onarda. (Taken in 1805.) Gebhart Labrecht Von Bluulier, whose valour and miLtaiy 
tnlenta were the admiration of Europe, waa bom at Bostock, in the duchy of Mecklenberg 
Schwerin, December 16, 1742. He was the youugesb of six. brotliera, and descended fron 
an ancient and noble family. At the pence of Tilsit, the gallant veteran waa made MJlitaij 
Genoml of I'omerania by the King of PruasiH. When the war ngain hroiie out, Lc yru 
entruEted with the chief comniond of the Sileaiau army and elevated to the high runk of 
Field-mBTshal. On hia visiting England he was received with enthuslaaui by all ranks of 
Englishmen. 

227. PEEDERICK WILLIAM III., KING OP PRUSSIA, in the uuifonn of the 
Enurian Guards. His Majesty, who H".ia bom in 1770, and began his roign in 1797, may 
be considered as one of the principal agents in the downfall of Napoleon, luiving never 
relaxed bis endeavours to destroy thut power which shook the thrones of the grcateri 
monarehs. Died Jane 7, 1840, 

228. THE LATE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA AND KING OF HUNQABT, 
in the miifonn of the Austrian Guards. Francis, second son of the great Leopold, and 
brotber to that celebrated general the Arcbduke Charles, was bom in 1769, and began his 
reign in 1792. The detaiU of the life of bis Mujesty would include little less than a com- 
plete biatory of the wsj^ g suffice it that, having bravely endeavoured to stem the revolu- 
tionary torrent, and having seen his capital tsvice in the bauds of the French, he wis 
compelled by the position of his affiura, to yield the hand of bis lair daughter, Maria Louisa, 
to his enemy, Bonaparte, who had previonsly repudiated the umiable Josephine. 7~ 
Emperor Francis, who was thrice married, died in March, 1835, in the 67th year of Lis i 

229. MURAT, KING OF NAPLES, in the uniform of a cabaEsier of the Neapo- 
litan guards. Marat was bom 1767, in the department of Lot, in Enmce : his fatbra wu 
a respectable Inkecpcr at Cahors. He enlisted in the regiment of the Ardeanea, where ha 
rapidly gained promotion, being shortly afterwards colonel of the 12tb regiment of chss* 
seurs, general of cavalry, and aide-de-cump to Napoleon, with whom be heciune so great a 
&vourite as to obtain tho hand of his ^ter, Marie de Lannociade, with the command of the 
cottsnlor guarda. 

230. MARSHAL NET, PRINCE DE LA MOSCOWA, as a Marshal of France. 
MardiaJ Ney was perhaps, next to Napoleon, the greatest of the generals produced by the 
Trench revolution ; the estimation in which he was held by those to whom he was known 
for his amiable qnalities as a man and hia transcendent talents as a general, leave him 
loowid to none. Michael Ney was bora at Sorre Louis, Jimaary 10, 1767. 



231. NAPOLBON BONAPARTE, in the uniform of a. clmaaanr of the guards, 
with the star of the Legion of Hoooar. (Talcen from life in 1815.) Tliis eitmordinary man 
was bom at Ajaocio, in Corsio, August 19, 1769 ; be wru thQ aon of OLarles Buonaparte 
(descended from a ^mil; of Tnscan^) and Lctitia Banialini. In 1795 ho w»9 appointed 
Oenernl in tbe army of ItaJj, nod mfl fried Uadgme BeBObarnoia. Ailer a eeries of the moat 
brilliant succeaaeB in Europe, ha sailed from Toulon, May 19, 1798, and Liuded in Egypt 
Jnne 13. October 9, 1799, lie landed at Frejua, in France, having left liia troops in Egypt. 
HoTomber S, 1790, he dissolved the Cooneii of 500, and wns appointed CodsoI. May 20, 
1804, he w&aprocWmed Emprror of the 3auls. 

232. PBINCE TALLEYRAND in bis osuid dreas. Charlea Manrice de Perigord 
WBB boru of a noble family in Paris, 1751; UIs parents not being affluent, ho wui educated 
for the priesthood. 

233. A FAV0X7BITE MAMELUKE OF NAPOLEON'S, who, !fc is heliovad 
saved his lijb in Egjpt. Ho la in the costume of the country, and i^ introduced to give 
ofTeot to the group.

Stewart 
was bom at Stonnykirk in 1799 ; his real mune was Bmdfoot. He hod for niaaj years 
carried on the horrid practice of administering Inadanom to his yictima, in order to rob 
them; and tlie deaths of nine individuals luiTe been traced to be the work of this 
diabolical wretch. 

274. PtERHI, a native of the Boman States, asgociatcd and participated in the 
attempt on the life of the Smperor, witb Oraini, for winch he was gBillotJned. 

275- PIANORI, in a canii«ole-de-force, worn by criminals, was eiecnted for 
attemptjng the Me of hie Majesty the Emperor of the French as be was taking an airing 
ffttb the Empreiia. 

278. UBSINI was a natjvc of the Roman Sutes, of a noble family. At an early 
age he became iiQected by revolationary doctrines, wbicb ended with tlte eacriSce of hii life. 
He was guillotined in Paris for attempting the destruction of the Emperor Napoleon III . 
and the Empress, on then; viait to the Italian Opera, with grenades of a most destractire 
chHracter, which spreod terror and dismay, and Idiledanii woonded upwards of one hundred 
persona. 

277. DACON, folloning in the footsteps of Palmer, murdered his motbra', in 
order to inberit her money ; and afterwards murdered his two children. 

278, WILLIAM PALMER. The annals of crime have not produced a more cold- 
blooded murderer. Under the guise of love and friendship, he sacrificed his victims to 
gratify his lust fbr gold ; and, ealloos to the vtoce of uatttre, be coolly Emiled at the torture 
he indicted, calculating the effect of each doee of poison, and the time that it wonld take 
eSent. Palmer waa educated as a lurgeoo, and ba olreet adds one more mysteij to ibe 
long catalogue. 

279- Ur. OOUTY DE LA FOUMEBAIS, pcjsoner, guillotined. From a photograph 
and other authorities by M. Fria^oart, 23, Boe iJouls le Grand, Paris. ThHt the Ireqaenl 
detection of poisoners and the puniibment thnt sorely foUowi, does not lead to its ex- 
tinction, is one of the many mysteries that man \s not permitted U lathom. Dr. Couty de la 
Pommerais was bom of a most respectable family, was highly educated, and took with credit 
to himself all tiie honours as a medical man ; was highly tiiyoured with a gentlemanly 
appearance, and stood well with the world, and with all thetc advantages one wonld sup- 
pose woidd be safe from the diabolical temptation of becomiug a poisoner. Warned by 
the fate of Pulmcr and many others, yet ncvcrthetess he poisoned bis wife, mother, and also 
his former mistress, whose life he had insured for £!!S,t>DO, whom be caused to die a lin- 
gering death, winch aroused the snspidona of her brother, whicli inuuediately led to the 
dalectioa of La Pommerais, who was goillotinud, although every eflbrt was mode to get a 
Gommntation of his sentence.

2B1' QBEENACBE. James Greenocie, the murderer of Hannah Brown, whose 
body he mQtJkted and dispersed the remiuns in voriona parts of the metropolis. He was 
eiecuted May S, 1837. On the ilock, the knifo may be seen that was naed by Oroenacro 
to cut up his victim. 

282. DOVE was bora in Leeds, and when exeonted for the morder of his Wife, by 
poison, was 2S years of age. His parents were examples of kindness and humanity, and 
gave their son a UlierBl education, haviug had him brought up at the College, near Leeila j 
but nature, which baffles all the caleuktions of mim, formed him of a cruel dispowtioii, 
which showed itself at an eaily age. 

283- KICHARU GOULU, (Taken from life,) This atrooious wretch murdwwl 
Mr. Templeman, who resided at Islington. Aa thcro was no direct ovideno), Gould f ' 

the punishment that was his due ; he was acqoittud on the ehorge of murder, but, 
second trial, was found guilty of robbing the house of bis victun, and transported for life. 

284. WILLIAM GODFREY TOUNQMAN was found guilty of the foul rnurden 
of his sweetheart, mother, and two brothers, and eieoutod at HDrseraongcr Lone dool. 
His motive appears to have arisen from a desire to seqnre to himself the JEIOO whioh he 
had caused the young woman to inftore her life for. 

285. MBS. CATHERINE WILSON, exemUid for poisoning, with th« mosl 
^nfincd Gtuelty, several persons, whom she tortuzed, in imitation of PsJmw. 
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286- MOSES HAITO. Eiecnted for the murder of hia fdlow-servant, nnd« 
(ggrovnted circumstance*, at BnniliBia Farm Abbey, 

287. DANFEL M'NAUGHTEN. M'Kanghtco was bom at QlaBgow, nrhicli place 
be qnitti'd tbrough fancjmg' he was peraecntcd by tbe Tories and CatbolicB, and glatted 
his revenge on the nnfortnnate Mr, Drummond, whom be miitopk for Sir Kobert Peel, bj 
shooting liim with a pistel at Charing-crois. 

288- EDWARD OXFORD. He conceived tho diabolical act of muraeriiig tk 
Queen and Prince Albert, iv bom he shot at ia their progjeBS np Constitutian Hill, on tbe 
10th Jane, 1840. 

289. JOHN FRANCIS. (Taken from lift,) John Francia was tried at the Old 
B^ey and found guilty of high treason, and coniiigTied to a Lunatic Asjlnni, Ibi' shooting 
at her M^csty, as tbe rojnl carriHgea were proceeding down Constitntion Hill, 

290- EMANUEL BARTIIELEUY. Eiecnted for tbe mnrdcr of Mr. Moore 
and a Foliceman. Sarthelemy was by business an engineer, bat having joined tbe ranks 
of tho eitrema Red Repablicans, was eiiled from France, hia native country, nnd tflnni- 
n»ted hia raiatence on the gallows at Newgate. 

291- JAMES MULLLTfS, eiecnted for the muriler of Mrs. Elmsley. By a series 
of montEQvres be songbt la fasten his crimo upon an innocent person. His guilt being fully 
eatablished, and being proved to be the actual murderer, he died amidat tbe eicnnitioQs of 
a mnltjtude of apcctators. 

292, PIESCHI. (Taken from life b Paris, 1835.) Represented In the act of 
applying tbe match to the Infernal Machine. Ficachi, tbe demon who attempted tin 
lives of tbe King of tbe French and his sons, was a native of Corsica. He and his con- 
federates in tbe plot for mnrder were tried in tbe Court of Peore, and condumned to tUe 
gmllotine. Fiescbi died as ho hnd lived — a miscreant. 

293i RAVAILLAC. Francis Rnvaillac waa bom at Angonl^ine, and beinf i 

gloomy fanatic, and having conceived that Henry IV. bad given him -" "-' ■"-* 

stabbed him while in bis conch and anrroutided by his guards. The ac 
wiekedneBB : bat the punishment inflicted on Ravaillac waa a disgrace to hia judges l 
right hand was consumed in a caldron of hdling brimstone — his flesh waa pulled fraat 
bones with red hot plncera— boiling oil, rcain, and brimstone were poored on hi« won 
and melted lead on bis navel. To put an eud to his miaeriea, tour horses were fiiateoed. 
the four quartcra of hia body, and on the horses being whipped be was literally tora 

294. JOHN THOM, alias Sir WUliam Conrtenej. In an encounter with „ 
■oldiery, on the 1st of June, 183S, at Brongbton, near Canterbury, after baring ahot' 
constable and an officer, he was killed. Seventeen of his deluded foUowera 
killed or wounded. 

296. MARLKT, eteciited for the murder of a watchmaker in Parliament Street, 
the open day. 

296- COURVOISIER. (Taken from life, and cast from hia face after deal 
Francis Benjamin CnurvolBier was the horrid murderer of Lord William Enssell, ivho 
in the 72nd year of his age. Conrvoisier waa bora in Switzerland, and passed . 
in England. He was executed July 6, 1840. 

297- LUIGI BURANELLI, an Italian by birth, executed for the 
Ifr. Latham, and for deaperately wonnding the femi^ he lived witji. 

298, 299. BURKB and HARE. (The Model of Burke, taken within throe hot 
afl«r his eieention ; and that of Hare from Lifa, in tbe prison of Edinburgh.) llie 
of crime can Bcareely eihibit two agents eqnal in atrocity to the subjecta of tJiis ^^ 
Allured by tho prospects of gain hdd out by the Professors of Anatomy in Ediuburgj 
they undertook to furnish, from time to time, a nnaibcr of subjects for tho practice of l' 
students. Thinking it unsafe to ransack the burying grounds, they formed the detestal 
resolution of decoying poor parBOna. This practice they carried ou for upwards of ' 
months, daring which uumbers of persons disappeared in a manner that could not 
acoonnted for. A discovery was at length made : Burke was convicted on tbe eridenoe 
Hare, and executed at EJinbuj^h, January £7, 1828; while Hare was again let li 
upon the world. 

800. DEKHIS COLLINS. He attemplod tbe life of William IV, at Ascot H< 
" fUDtaioed to tnuu^Kirtation for Uf^ hnt died on the pmaage. 



301- MABAT. (Takan iiamcdintcly Hfterhis asaauinBtion, bj order of the National 
AsMmbly.) Jalin Paal MBrat, dqb of the atjociona leaders of the French Revolution, was 
born at Bawdry, near Nonfcliiitel, ju Switierland, 1764; he first attracted notice by hU 
atUck* on tbe ministry, uid particularly Mans. Necker, ia bia " Pabllciata Pnrieien;" 
and his notoriety wbb much increnscd by hia neit pnblieation, "J/Ami du Penple," in 
which he recommanded revolt, pillage, and murder; be excited the lol^cn to asBaffiinate 
their generals, the poor to Beiza the praperty of the rich, and the profii^te to cut 00" the 
respectable pEirt of their caunbrymen. This eiecrable wretch might liaye added to the 
number of bis Tictiine, hod not a joung hercuae named Cliarlotte Corday, with the spirit 
of a Judith, determined to rid the world of Euch a monat-er; and having nbtainEd access to 
biin in his bath, aha, with a knit^ laid the tyrant dead at her feet July 14, 1793. 

302. FBANZ MITLLER. (Frum life.) Corrected from the original cast, taken, 
with the permiBsion of Mr. Shuriff Dakin, by Dr. Donovan, of the School of Phrenology, 
111, Stracd. Fmnz MiiUer, the murderor of Mr. Bri^a, in a railway carriage on the 
North London Line, was a native of Oeiinany, and had resided in Loiidoci a coiiaiderable 
time, where he worked at bis trade as a. tailor. The eSent on the public mind, when it was 
known that the murderer of Mr. Briggs hud escaped, was very (frcat ; and the whole 
popolation seemed to feci aa if they were persoonlly iutereated tu his capture. The cnlprit 
wna traced bythe police to Hew Tor^, brought back, tried, and condemned on the deareaC 
evidence. On the sciiffi>ld ho woa attended by the German minister. Dr. Cappell, who most 
hnmanely ui^[od him to confess his guilt by saying, " In a few moments yon wiU be before 
yonr God ; I ask joo, for the last time, are you innocent or guilty ?" — MiiUer i " I am 
innocent." — i)r. Cappetl .■ " You are innocent ?" — HSller .- " God Almighty knows what 
1 have done." — Dr. Cappell : " Does God know that you bavo done this deed ?" — MiUler 
was silent. — Dr. Cappell : " 1 aak yon now, solemnly, and for tbe laat time, bave you 
committed this crime i'" — M&iUr : "Yes, I biva done it," Almost at the same instant, 
aud while tbe words were Qpon the hps of the wretehed man, the drop feU, and MiiUer 
died without a struggle.— (November 14th. 1SC4.) 

MODELS AND BELICS. 

303- MODEL Off THE BASTILE. The Baatile was a state prison in Paris. 
Burrounded by a river or fosse, aud mounted by cannon, which, under the despotism of 
succes^ve eovereigna of France, wus the scene of the vaoA unbeard of cmeltiea. Whoever 
had the miafbrtone to offend any person in power, was, by a "lettre de cacbet," abut up 
in this abominable fortreaa, without trial, or even knowing of what be was acciued, and 
there couSned during the pleasure of his persecutor, and not unfrequently for life. Among 
the prisoners released at the destruction of the Baatile, were a Major White, a Scotchman, 
and the Connt do Lorge, who had been confined twenty years. 

304. MODEL OF STAKFIELD HALL, used during the tri.il of Rush at 
Norwich. 

305 MODEL OF MRS. EMSLErS HOUSE. 

306. THE MODEL OF THE GUILLOTINE, from the original drawings by 
Monueur Sansam, of Paris. This ia the first guillotine, the original uze, ever seen in 
England, brang exact in every detail as tbe one in OBe. 

307. COUNT DE LORGE, repreBentfid as in prison in the Ba»«le. (Taken 
from life.) The eiisteuco of the unfortunate man in the baatile has by some lieeu doubted, 
but Madune Tnssaud was herself a witness of hia having bden token out of ihut prison, 
July 14, 1789. Madame Tuasaud was then residing in tbe house of ber uncle. No. 20, 
Bonlevard du Temple, Paris, where the Count was brought, but his chiuns had been taken 
off. The poor man. unused to liberty for thirty yeara, seeraod to he in a new world ; free- 
dom hod no Joys for him; he had lost bia relatives, and habit made him repine for tbe 
solitude from which he had been taken ! ba frequently with tears wonld beg to he reatored 
to bia dungeon. Tbe unfortunate Count lived but sue weeks after his lib^ation ; he was 
put in con£nement for pving ofience to a minister. 

308. THE MOST ESTEAOEDINAEY RELIC IN THE WORLD, being a 
melancholy recollection of tbe first French Revolution. The original Knife and Lunette, 
the identical instrument that decapitated 22,000 peraons, amongst wbom were the unfor- 
fortnnate LonisXVL, Marie Antoinette, Madame Kliiabeth, tbe Due of Orleans, Kobespierre, 
and shed the best and worst blood of Fr^ice; bought by the Messrs. Tussaud from M.Saneom, 
the grandson of the original executioner, now residing in Paris. This is the fatal instrument

Aaaeioblj.) James Bene Hehert wag b natire of Alen^on, whom the French revolat) 

KMed to ismsequence. Aa tha writer of " Pdre Duchesae," an abusive pnper, be acqni 
pularity ; and by bitterly Inv^ghiog agsinat the Qneen, be mBuitaiiied hia cbaraC— 
' brubdJty and enielty, which ho had acquired by detbnding the hoiTora of the lOtil 
Augnit, and Che murders of September. In attempting to nppoite the Comraane of Pi 
'a tlie autliority of the Convention, he drew upon himself the veagBHuce of Kobeapiei 
I guillotiued in ITM. This worthless oharacter, who had organised the £Uw 
n contempt of religion and of an after-life, died like a coward. 
310. PODQUIER TtNVILLE. (Taken iiamedlatelyaftar his eiecution, by « 
)f the Naljonal Assembly.) Antonio Quantiii Fouquier ^uville, s Freiiohm " " 
^mory, bom ae^tr St. Qucntjn; from a bankrupt he became the friend a 
land BO saogulnwy whs his conduct that be wus deemed by thut tyrant worthy to be 1 
l^blio aceoser. In this office be displuyod tlie moat vindictivB character; the jonnR, t 
aged, and tlio innocent, were hurried with insulting indlll'ereoce to tlie' scaffoKl. Ift ( 
^tonoK, in four hours, eighty individuHla were devoted Co immediate dsath, when on 
observed, that a person before the tribunal was not the accused, FouqmoF la 
>rn that one wua as good as another, and the victun wns mnrcbed to thegnillotin 
At longth punishment cama, though lato; Fouquier appeared before that tribwsal vfael 
!he had exercised «iich bloody tyranny ; and in November, 1794, be was guillodned, 
'tliaageDf4B. 

31L LOUIS XVI. and MAKIE ASTOINETTE. 

312. BOBKSPIEKKB. (Taken immediately atter his eiecntion, by order of t 
HaUoD^ Assembly.) Moximilion-Iaidore liobeapierre, a sungninary demagogne, diiri 
Uie EVenuh Revolution, was horn al Arras, of poor pareata, iu 1759. and edacated at t 
expense of the bishop of the dioceae. After studying at Paris, he applied himself to t 
law, and in ITSJ, obtained the prize of the Academy, at Mutz, by his diEcouree oo. I 
diagriu« which etlends the relations of criminals. At the meuting of the ConstitiM 
Assembly, he obtaiuiHl a aeat. but waa diatinguishcd qlotb hy the originality of J 
observations, than hy bis eloquence. Such was the influenco of thia monster, that Fm 
fiirgot her honouc and her religion at his command. After be bad seen the altars insnltfl 
the churches thrown down, and public worahip abolialiod, ho cluimud the merit of reato ' 
to the Supreme Being some ahare in the government of the nniverse ; and appeared in 
name of the Conyention, as tha prioat of a newrehgion; and decreed, with great aolnanlt 
that a god esated in tha world. Of all £be horrid monsters who figured in the Sken 
devolution, none bavedcaceudiKl to posterity witli a namo ao abhorred ns Bobes[aeTre: t 
■wanei ho committed were of so borribla a nature, that they have handed down 1 
!<dinractcr to future ages as the guiltiest of the guilty. Well does he deserve ti| 
Allowing epitaph : 

Fbjr wale hfi iiviiigt thou wouia^At be dead." 

313. CARRIER. (Taken immediately after hia eieculjon, by order of the Ni 
tionol Aeaeiubly.) John Baptiat CLurior, tin ioiamoas republicaji, born in 1767, was bra 
np to the law, aud while deputy to the NaUoiud Convention was sent to La Tendfe wiUi 
Bumher of aaaxsrins. At Nantes, lie often, in one day, caused tnunty-four persons to b 
^t to death, though young and innoceot. After perpetrating every crime of cruelty. In 
imd avarice, he was recalled, condemned to a deserved death, and guiUotined in 1794.

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THE SHORT HISTORY OF AN EXHIBITION. 

It was a great Italian philosopher who said that the history of a nation is 
half read in the history of its arts. Phidias and the Parthenon write as clearly 
of the rise of Athens, of the mythology of Greece, of her triumphs and her 
conquests, of her statesmen and her thinkers, as do the books of Herodotus or 
the Hesiod. The sculptured tombs, the inscriptions on the temples in the 
forgotten cities of Upper Egypt, convey a greater knowledge of the worship of 
Ra and Isis, of Typhon and Thoth, than do any narrations of the campaigns of 
Ptolemy of the rule of the Pharoahs. The comedy of Plautus is for us the 
comedy of Rome ; the angels and the imagined saints which Raphael and 
Murillo left upon their canvasses are to modern thinkers the key by which the 
whole book of the Renaissance is unlocked. While history can ever write of 
chronology and of place, of men and policies, art can tell of form and colour, 
of the evolution of thought, of the growth of idea. So the. poet and the ballad 
have moved nations that have passed by the tedious unfolding of genealogies 
and listened unstirred to the prose narrations of battles. 

In the recognition of such a fact may, perhaps, be found the reason for the 
great and continued popularity which has been bestowed by the nations of the* 
world upon Madame Tussaud's Exhibition. And the history of the exhibition 
is in truth the history of an art. From the very day that young Marie Gresholtz 
set foot in her uncles housa in the Rue St. Honore, at Paris, her talents and her 
energy were given to acquire a knowledge of the profession which M. Curtius, 
her uncle, had made his own. Louis XV. was then deep in that career of gaiety 
and licentiousness which at once disgraced the Palace of Versailles and set 
thinking the minds of men such as Mirabeau, Voltaire and Kous.seau. On 
one hand were the debaucheries, the extravagances, the ceaseless cntr;rtain- 
ments of the Court — on the other the poverty, the degradation, the mi%ry of the 
masses. A cloud was even then gathering upon Paris, but I'aris slept, and 
when awake did but laugh at her philosophers. 

We must go a little farther back, however, to learn of the childhood of the 
famous lady v.ith v.hov; name English m'^n and fvnglish women are so well 
acquainted. In the year 1750 a widow named Marie Walter settled at licrne, 
and v.as married subsequently to Joseph Gresholtz, who liad served as an aide- 
de-camp to General Wurm:-:er during the Seven Years' War. The issu«: of this 
marriase was little Marie, afterwards Madame Tussaud. J-or s^jme years mother 
and child remained at I3erne. for M. Gresholtz had died shortly after his marriaj^c; 
but at the end of six years John Christopher Curtius. Ma^iame Tussaud's uncle, 
chanced to pay a visit 10 Berne, and v.-as at once charm 'fd with his little niece, 
whom he adopted ani vyjr. av.ay to Paris. M. Curtius v.as then very popular 
in the city for his skill \r. ihe CfAeWiri'^ of p^^rtraits and other subjects in wax, 
and was under the espocia*. patronage of the Prince de Conti. Naturally, then, 
did he urjre his r.iece to devote hers*;lf to a similar study,

HALL OF KINGS AND ORCHESTRA 



1. MATILDA OF FLANDERS, WIFE OF KING WILLIAM I. She was 
Ihe daaghler of Baldwin, Earl of Flanders, and was celebrated for her beauty. 
In 1054 she married her cousin William, Dulie of Normandy. Matilda greatly 
encour^ed her husband to attempt the conquest of England ; and afterwar<u 
commemorated that event in the celebrated Bayeux tapestry which she worked 
witb her roaidenB It is (he oldest piece of embroidery in the world. Matilda 
died in 108], 

a. WILLIAM I, (1066—1087), surnained the Conqueror; ihe Grst of [hs 
Normal) line of English kings. He was bom in 1027, Ihe son of Duke Robert, 
snrnamed "le Diable," and of Arlotta, the daughter of a laoner of Falaise. ^ 
Lsil to England, he procured a promise of Ihe succession from the cbildleu 
Edward ihe Confessor; and when Harold^ son of Ihe great Earl Godwin of Keol, 
was shipwrecked soon after on Ihe coast of Normandy. William extorted from 
hin a promise to npbold his title. After Harold had been proclaimed King in 
1066, W^illiam led an expedition to Sussex, and on the i4lh of October, 1066, 
gained Ihe great battle of Senlac or Hastings, in which Harold was slain. Tbea 

Eroceeding lo London, he was crowned King in Westminster Abbey, ou Christmas 
>Aj, 10G6 William ruled the English with an iron hand. He introduced the 
Curfew bel), a signal, al eight o'clock at oigbl. for every fire and light to b« 
extinguished. He died in September 10S7, and was buried al Caen, in Normandy. 

3. WILLIAM II. (1087— 1100), sarnamedRufus, or the Red, on account of 
bis Sorid and ruddy complexion. William was born in Normandy, a.d. 1057, 
crowned at Westminster, and reigned thirteen years. He nsver married. He 
was killed, it is supposed by accident, by Sir Walter Tyrrell, whilst hunting in 
Iha New Forest. His dead body, with an arrow sticking in it was found by 
Pukiss. « charcoal burner, and carried itt a cart to Winchestar. whare \^ -hu 
boriad in the Cathedral.

4, HENRY I. (iioo — 1135), sumaroed Beauclerc. or thefioe Scholar, {iaa 
suit of iTiHil). born at Selby, in Yorkshire, ad. i<i68, and crowned a.t Westminster. | 
He reigned thirly-Sve years. He waa Ihs youngest son of the Conqueror; be 1 
seized on the vacant throne, ia defiance of lh« righla of his elder brotfaer Robert. 
Dake of Norm<indy, whom he finally defeated and took prisoner at the battle of 
TeDch«bray, in Normacd)', in 1106. Wishing lo please the English, Heary . 
married Matilda, also called Edilh. daughter ol Malcolm III. of Scotland, • 
princess descendf^d from ibe Royal Salmon line of Alfred. Hia odI/ son. 
William, perished in the wreck o( the Whili Ship. Henry 1. died in 1 135 in big 
67th year, it is said from indigestion caused by eating lampreys. He waa a 
politic and clever, but very unscrupulous king. 

8. KING STEPHEN (1135— 1154). Stephen of Blois, the last of the 
Nonnan Kings of England, was the son of Adela, a daughter of William the 
Conqueror. At the death of Henry I., in 1135, Slepben usurped the throile of 
England, rising up against Matilda, daughter and heiress of Henry T. Stephen 

died at Dover, in J154, in the 50th year of his age, and ' — ■~-' ' 

consort, in Faversbam Abbey, Kent. His reign was a mo! 
bloodshed ior England. 

THE PLANTAGENET LINE, 1154-1485. 

6. HENRY II. (1154— 1189), surnamed Curtraantle, eldest son o( Geo&ey 
Plaatagenet, Count of Anjou, and Matilda, daughter of Henry 1. He was boroal 
Le Mans, in Normandy, a. o, 1133, and wascrowued three times, at Westminsler, 
Lincoln and Worcester. The chief events of his reign are the quarrel witll 
Thomas Becket, Archbishop of Canterbury, and the Conquest of Ireland. His 
sons revolted against him, and were abetted by his wife Eleanor. Henry died 
broken hearted at the rebellion and ingratitude of John, his youngest and favoorilg 
son. He was a wise and good king. 

7. BERENGARIA, consort of Richard I. Celebrated for ber beauty and 
accomplisbmenls ; the daughter of Sancho, styled "the Wise," King of Navure. 
Kichard, who had long loved the beautiful princess, the "fair flower of Navarre," 
married her, after she had encountered many dangers and adventures, at Limasol. 
in Cyprus, in 1190, while on his way to the third crusade. She lies burirf in Iha 
Abbey of L'Espan. near Le Mans. 

8. RICHARD 1, (11B9— ii99),surnamedCo;urdeLion, wasbomatOufbra 
in 1157, and crowned September a, ttSg. He was celebrated for his extraordinary 
strength and valour. He became the life and soul of the third crusade; 
seized Ptolemais and the isle of Cyprus: quarrelled with Philip Angustus, King 
of France, who returned home, leaving Richard to accomplish the crusade. Ha 
fell into the hands of an enemy, the Duke of Austria, whom he had, by his 
haughty manners, insulted at the siege of St Jean d'Acre. He was imprisoned 
and released only on the payment of 250,000 marks. Richard died in 1199, of a 
wound received whilst besieging the Castle of Cbaluz, in France. During his ten 
years' reign, this monarch spent only ten months in England, He was energetic, 
valiant and enterprising, but rapacious and passionate, 

g. KING JOHN (1199— i2j6). surnamed Lackland, the youngest son of 
Henry II., bom 1166: crowned May 11, iigg; died October. iii6. at Newark, 
ol a-fever. in the fiftieth year of bis age; interred at Worcester, John is 
considered the worst king who ever sal on the English throne: a moosler ol 
tyranny, rapacity, and injustice. His barons leagued against him, and compelled 
him to grant the Great Charter, which is considered the foundation of English 
liberty, ll was signed at Runnymede, near Windsor, in 1215. 

10. HENRY 111, (1216—1272), son of King John, (in the costume o( the 
period). Born October ii, 1207, at Winchester; died at WeslniinBter 
Noveml>er 16, 127a, mierred in Edward the Confessor's chaf>el, in WeslminsteC 
Abbey. Henry was only ten years old when he became King on the death, ^ 
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his father John. During his minority Ihe Great Charter was tbrse times con- ^^^H 
firmed. Henry maiTiEd on January 4, 1336, Elsanor of Provence, who, on bar i^^^| 
mottaer's side, W3,s of the house oF Savoy (the present head of which is (he King I ^^^ 
of Iialy). In 1258, Siinac Ae Montfori aummooed the Council Itnown as ths 1

As Prince of Wales be was gay and ' 
dissipated, and asssociated with wild companions, which conduct, however, he 
redeemed when he became King. He revived the claim formerly made by ' 
Edward 111. to the crown of France, asserting that it rightfully belonged to the ' 
Kings of England, ever since the death of Philip the Fair, whose daughter waa | 
mother of Edward III, He is renowned as the conqueror of France. lie fought 
and won the great battle of Agincourt in 1413. He married Princess Catberina, I 
daughter of Charles VI., she was crowned at Westminster Abbey, 1411. ' 
Henry died in the thirty-fourth year of his age, and was buried a[ Westminster. 

14. CHARLES II. (in a suit of chevalier armour, with the badge of the 
Garter); reigned 1660—1685; son of Charles I , and Henrietta of France. He wai 
proclaimed King of Scotland aJler his father's death, and crowned at Scone. Ho ; 
advanced into England, and after his defeat by Cromwell al Worcester (1651), Bad ' 
to Ihe continent. In 1660 he returned to England, bis restoration to the throne ' 
being chiefly brought about by General Monk. He married Catherine of 
Sragacza. a Portognese Princess, by whom be had do children. He sold Dunkirk | 
toLouisXIV.

Eldest son 
of Edward II.; born at Windsor, 1312; married Philippa. daughter of William, 
Earl of Hainault, Belgium, by whom he had seven children, the eldest of whom 
was afterwards celebrated as the Black Prince. Edward claimed the crown of 
France in right of his mother Isabella, daughter of Philip IV. of France. This 
led to the famous hundred years' war with France which extended, with intervals, 
from Edward's reign to that of Henry VI. In 1346 he won the great battle of 
Cre^y, and in the next year besieged Calais. In 1356 his son, Edward the Black 
Prince, defeated the French at Poitiers. He instituted the order of the Garter in 
1349. In his reign oil painting was invented by John Van Eyck; gunpowder and 
artillery by a monk at Cologne ; and papermaking also was introduced. Edward 
died, having outlived his fame and glory, in 1377, and was buried in Westminster 
Abbey. 

20. EDWARD, usually called the Black Prince, born 1330; died 1376 son 
of Edward III. and Philippa of Hainault. Edward displayed extraordinaxpr 
valour, at the battle of Cregy, when he was only sixteen years old, and won his 
knightly spurs. Ten years later, at the battle of Poictiers, the Prince took the 
French king, John, prisoner, and brought him to London. The motto 
chosen by Edward was ich dibn (I serve), being the words on the helmet of the 
blind King of Bohemia, who fought on the side of the French at Cregy, and was 
there slain. 

21. CATHERINE OF ARRAGON (1485— 1536J, the fourth daughter of 
Ferdinand of Arragon and Isabella of Castile, and first Queen of Henry VIII. 
She was the widow of Prince Arthur, Henry's elder brother, to whom she was 
espoused in her sixteenth year. Her husband, Henry VIII., wishing to marrv 
Anne Boleyn, professed to have scruples as to the lawfulness of his union with 
Catherine. Accordingly, the marriage was pronounced unlawful, and the 
injured Queen was obliged to retire to Kimbolton, with the title of Princess 
Dowager of Wales. Her only daughter was Queen Mary i. Queen Catherine 
died in retirement, and was buried in Peterborough Cathedral. 

22. EDWARD V. (reigned during 3 months of 1483). Modelled from the 
work of Strutt, v^ho gives his authority as "Taken from a folio MS. on vellum, in 
the Archbishop's library, Lambeth." This unfortunate boy-king was the eldest son 
of Edward IV., whom he succeeded at the age of twelve, born at the Sanctuary, 
at Westminster, 1471. On the death of his father, both the youn^ King 
and his brother, Richard, Duke of York, fell into the hands of their uncle, Richard, 
Duke of Gloucester, who at once sent them to the Tower of London, under 
pretence of keeping the young king safe, till arrangements could be made for his 
coronation. But Gloucester had determined to usurp the crown. The royal 
boys were heard of no more, till, in the reign of Henry VII. a confession was made 
public, stating that they had been smothered and buried in the Tower by Sir 
James Tyrrell and three associates, at the instigation of their uncle Richard 

23. HENRY VIII, (1509 — 1547), born at Greenwich, 1491, the secon son 
of Henry VII. This model is costumed as the King is represented in a 
contemporary portrait by the court painter Hans Holbein. He wears the collar 
of the Garter, as worn by the King at the field of the Cloth of Gold, so called 
from the famous interview between him and Francis I., near Calais, where they 
met to agree on the terms of a treaty, and the two courts vied with each other in 
splendour, pomp and magnificence. Henry VIII. married six wives: — Catherine 
of Arragon, his brother Arthur's widow, whom he divorced; Anne Boleyn, 
beheaded; Jane Seymour, who died in childbirth; Anne of Cleves, divorced; 
Catherine Howard, beheaded; and Catherine Parr, who survived him. The 
Reformation was begun in England under his reign. Henry VIII. was a man of 
talent and energy, and was popular with the lower classes, but the terror of the 
nobles, to whom he showed himself a jealous tyrant. In his youth he was a 
handsome man, but in later life he became excessively corpulent and bloated. 
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04. KING EDWARD VI. (1547— 1553), sacceeded bis father, at the age of 
nine years, under the guardianship of his uncle, ihe Duke of Somerset, who rnlBd 
ss Lord Protector, and was afterwards beheaded OQ Tower Hill. Chrisl'i 
Hospital (the Blue Coat School) and St. Thomas's Hospital, as also a largo 
□umber of grammar schools in all pacts of the land, which are still popDlorly 
known as King Edward's Schools, were founded in his reign. Ha died, July 6th, 
I5S), in the sixteenth year of his age. 

35, CATHERINE HOWARD, niece of the Duke of Norfolk, fifth Qi 
Henry VIII. She was beheaded on the lath of February, 154), 00 a charge 
of nn faithfulness to the King. 

26. RICHARD III. (1483 — 1483). In a magnificent suit of armatu of tbo 
period. The last of the Plaotagenet line, which Biiended from Hanry II., son of 
Geoffrey Plantagenet, 330 years. (The likeness taken with the kind permission 
of his Grace the Duke of Norfolk from the original picture in the Duke's 
possession at Arundel, is believed to be the only one for which the King eversat). 
Richard was the fourth son oA Richard, Duke of York, and was long known undet 
the title of Duke of Gloucester, He married Anne Neville, the younger of the 
two daughters of the great Earl of Warwick, called the " King maker," the last ot 
the great feudal barons of England. By the help of the powerful Duke of 
BacMngham, Richard usurped the throne of his young nephew Edward V. After 
m reign of two years be was defeated and slain at Boswortu, 1435, by RichmoDd 
(Henry VII.) 

37, JOHN WYCKLIFFE bom 1324, died 1387), the first ttauslator of the 
Bible into English, was a clergyman, and a Member of the University of Onford, 
where he tiecame Principal of Baliol college. In 1374 he was sent as ambassador 
to Bruges, in Flanders. His followers were cailed Wiclifites or Lollards. 

28 EDWARD IV. (1461—1483). Dressed in the Coronation Robe, wearing 
the crown and Order of the Rose. Edward IV. was the eldest son of Richard^ 
Duke of York. Born at Rouen, in France, i44[. He raarcied Elizabeth Lady 
Grey, daughter of Sir Richard Woodville, afterwards Earl Rivers, which enraged 
the Earl of Warwick, who determined to depose Edward in favour of Hanry VI. 
The Duke of Clarence, who had married Isabella, the elder daughter of the Barl. 
entered into an alliance with him, and a reconciliation was effected between them 
and Queen Margaret of Anjou, wife of Henry VI., who at that time was a prisooer 
in the Tower. Henry VI. was restored to power for a short time. The battle of 
Barnet. in which Warwick was slain, and that of Tewkesbury, 1474, placed 
Edward again on the throne. He was accounted the handsomest man of his time, 
was a profligate, cruel and tyrannical king. 

29. WILLIAM CAXTON jbarn in Kent, 1410; died 1491). Introduced 
I printing press into England, 10 or about Iha year 147'. He was patronised 
King Edward IV. 

GEOFFREY CHAUCER, poet— styled the fat'.er of English literature 
e was the first who wrote ir. the common language ol the people — boro, 
(38; died, 1400. The works of Chancer are very voluminous. Foremost among 
is that masterpiece the "Canterbury Tales," a poem representing the 
_ ley of a company of Pilgrims from the Tabard Inn, Soothwark, to the shrtoB 
Thomas Becket in Canterbury Cathedral. His tomb is still to be seen in 
restminsler Abbey. 

__ n,flAROARET OF ANJOU (born 1439, died in Anjou 1483), was ths 
mehter of Reni, titular King of Naples; niece to the Queen of France, and wife 
Henry VI. Margaret was a woman of undaunted spirit, and masculine courn^, 
■ tnaintaJned the cause of her weak husband, and of her son Edward throughout 
wars of the Roses. After the murder of her husband and son, in 1471, aha 
detained a prisoner, but ultimately was sent back to France. 
33. HENRY VI. (reigned 1431— 1461), Only son of Henry V,, succeeded 
father when only nine months old, his uncle, Humphrey, Duke of Gloucester, 
" s named Protector. Born at Windsor, in 1431, crowned King of England 
France, at Westminster, and reigned nearly thirty-nine years. The civil 
of the Roses, between the Housesof York and Lancaster, which lasted thirty 
and resulted in the victory of the House of York, took place djKWi^'Mai 
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Al Bamet and Tewkesbury the Lancastrians were defeated, and H" 
1 stabbed to death, afler Tewkesbury, by Ihe cruel Dukes of Clareoce 

GloDceBler. Henry himself was murdered in the Tower shortly a/terwards, it'' 

said by Richard, Duke of Gloucester. 

33. JAMES IK (reigaed 1685— 1688). son of Charles I., and Henrietta 
Maria of Fraoce; born, 1633. On the death of his brother, Charles II., i6Ss. be 
■acceeded to the throne. He married first Anne Hyde, daughter of the Lord 
Chancellor Clarendon (and his two daughters by this marriage, Mary ajid Anns, 
successively became queens of England); andsecondiy Mary of Modena, by whom 
be bad a son, afterwards known as the " Old Pretender." He wasdeposed al the 
revolution of 168S in favour of his nephew William, Prince of Orange, Stadtholder 
of Holland, who had married his daughter Mary, James fled to France, whence 
by the assistance of Louis XIV,, be made an expedition into Ireland, and was 
defeated by William at the Battle of the Boyne, 1690. Thereupoa be returned to 
France, where lie remained a guest of Louis XiV. till his death. 

34. OLIVER CROMWELL (ruled as Lord Proteciar, 1653— r6s8). Bora 
April IS' t59Qi in 'he county of Huntingdon, of > bmily at distinction. Joined 
the Puritan party, and was sent to the Long Parliament {164a), as iDember for 
Cambridge, and distinguished himself by his energy and activity on the popular 
■ids. He took the fbremusi part in disciplining and reorganising the army of 
■he Parliament on ihebreaking-out of the great Civil War. His cavalry, koowa 
u Cromwell's ironsides, hecamG especially formidable, and with it be decided 
the fortunes of the day at Marston Moor (1644) and at Naseby (1645). By hie 
influence with the sect of independents, he became head of the army, and 
ultimately of the State. After reducing Ireland and Scotland to submission, ha 
was made Lord Protector of the Commonwealth in 1651, and ruled for five years 
with great vigour and ability. He died on the 3rd September, 1658, the 
anniversary of two of bis great victories, Dunbar (1650) and Worcester (1651). 

SB. EDWARO II. (reigned 1307 — 1317). surnamed "of Carnarvon," eldest 
■on of Edward I., born at Carnarvon in iz8^, was the first English Prince of 
Wales. He married Isabella, Ihe daughter of the King of France, Philip IV., and 
had issue two sons and one daughHsr. His fondness for favourites disgusted his 
Queen and nobility, who rebelled against him, and forced him to retreat into 
Wales, where he was seized by the Earl of Leicester, and imprisoned in Kenilwonh 
Castle: he was afterwards removed to Berkley Caslle, where he was cruelly 
murdered in 1327, with the connivance of his Queen, Edward was the first 
English King deposed by bis subjects. He was buried privately in the Abbey 
Church of St. Peter, Gloucester. 

36. ISABELLA, wife of Edward il., surnamed La Belle, or the handsome, 
(in the costume of the period). Daughter of Philip IV. of France; her brother, 
Charles the Fair, gave her as bet portion the great territory of Guietme in France. 
For B time she ruled the Kingdom, with her favourite, Mortimer Earl of March, 
but in 1330 her son, the young King Edward III. rose up to assert his rights, 
captured Mortimer, whom he hanged, and shut up his mother in Castle Rising, 
in Norfolk, where she ended her life in retirement, many years afterwards. This 
il the Queen whom Gray in his poem " the Bard" designates as the " She-wolf of 

87. CHARLES I. (reigned 1635—1649), son of James I.; bom 160Q, 
most unfortunate king, who ended an unhappy reign with a violent death. Like 
his father, Charles was influenced by evil counsellors (Villiers. Duke of Backingham 
and afterwards Strafford and Laud). His determination to rule despotically 
involved him in continual strife with his subjects. After dismissing three 
Parliaments (1625 — 1629), he ruled for eleven years (1629 — 1640) without 
one, exasperating the English by taitation, and the Scots hy interfering with 
their form of religion. He married Henrietta Maria, daughter of Henry IV. 
of France. The influence of his Queen over him is said to have been most 
tmfortnnate. 

as. WILLIAM III. (reigned 1689-1702). bom 1G30, at the Hague, 
tKin of William IL, Prince of Orange, and of Henrietta Mary Stuart, daughter of 
Charles I. When Ihe tyranny of James IL caused the revolution of 
Willfam was invited to England, and the crown was given to him, and 
consort Mary, the daughter of James ; in return for which ihey signed t 
of Rights, which secured Ihe liberties of the English people.

EDWARD I, (reigaed 1372-1307}. surnamed Longshanks, son of Henry 
ill., Dom, 1338; crowned, 1274: died July, 1307. at Burgh -upon-the-Saada, in 
Cumherland, in the 69th year of his age, and was buried at Westminster. Ho 
conquered Wales, and added it lo England. Edward was the first tuDg of England 
who quartered the arms of Eagland and France, and the first sovereign who wat 
called Lord of Ireland on bis coin. He was much attached to his queen, Eleanor 
of Castile, whose second son was the first Prince of Wales. After her death, at 
Grantham, in Lincolnshire, in ixgo, he caused crosses to be erected at each place 
where her corpse rested, on its way lo Westminster Abbey, Wattham, Si. Albans. 
St, and Charing Cross. 

55. COMTE DE CHAMBORD. HENRI CHARLES FERDINAND 
MARIE DIEUDONNE OE 80URB0N, D'ARTOIS, DUC DE BORDEAUX. 
born in Paris the iglh Seplemlser, i3lo. Son of Charles Ferdinand d'Artois, Duo 
de Berri, and Marie Caroline Ferdinande L.oui5e de Bourbon, Princess of the Two 
Sicilies, and chief of the elder branch of the House of Bourbon. By lineal 
succession the Comle de Chambord, as grandson to King Charles X., was the 
direct hair to the French Crown in the older or legitimist iine of the Bourbons, 
and after the fall of (he Government of Napoleon III, in 1870, he several timai 
addressed manifestoes to the French nation, declaring his readiness to assume the 
rule in France. His adherents used lo designate him as Henri V., Roi da 
France. All his political chances had vanished before his death in August, i88j. 

56. THE'OAUPHIN, in the dress of that period; Louis Charles.son of 
Louis XVI., bom March 17, 1785. In 1789 he became, by the death of his elder 
brother, heit-apparent 10 the throne. He was imprisoned in the Temple with 
bis unhappy parents, and afterwards placed, by the Government of the "reign of 
terror," in the hands of the brutal revolutionary cobbler, Simon, who cruelly 
ill-used him. He sank into a slate of atrophy, and died in 1795. In sub^nont 
years various impostors arose, and claimed to tie the unfortunate Dauphin, the 
■on ot Louis XV^. 

57. MARIE-ANTOINETTE JOSEPHINE JEANNE, Archduchess of 
Austria, daughter of the Empress Quean Maria Theresa, and sister to Ihe 
Eroperors Joseph II. and Leopold H., Qaeen of Louis XVI. Sbe was bora at 
Vienna, in 1755, and married May 16, 1770, to Louis, who was then Dauphin of 
France. Involved in the fall of the king, she was imprisoned with him in the 
Temple, afterwards deprived of her son, and at length arraigned and condemned 
to death by the revolutionary tribunal. She perished by the guillotine on tho 
l6lh of October. 1793. aged 37 years. 

68. DUCHESS D'ANGOUttME (Mafle Therese Cnaciott*), 
Ihe unfortunate daughter of Louis XVI , who suffered imprisonment in tbo 
Temple, where she was treated with every indignity. After the death of her 
parents she was exchanged by the revolutionary tribunal for some prisoners, aad 
afterwards was married 10 her cousin, the Duke d'Angouleme, Her latter days 
ware passed in retirement in Germany, Died at Prohsdorf. October 16, 1S51 , on 
the 48th anniversary of her mother's esecution,
